Last summer as I was talking to Adna Wilde 
and Grover Criswell, former members of the 
ANA Board of Governors, I was asked if my wife, 

Christie, was a member of the Association. 

Because she is not a collector, she was not a 
member at the time. However, I did agree that 
it would be supportive if she held membership, 
and so Adna and Grover became her sponsors. 

After paying the requisite fee of $4 and having 
her name published in The Numismatist, she 
became an Associate member. 

As any ANA member who has had his address 
published in The Numismatist can verify, this 
is cause for receiving quite a bit of numismatic 
literature. Among the more interesting pieces of 
mail is the packet from the ANA itself. Perhaps 
as president of your organization I should have been aware of what new 
members were receiving, but I wasn't. Of course, I was familiar with the 
services offered by the ANA, but I hadn't taken the time to see how they 
were presented to those joining our group. Thus, I was surprised and delighted 
to read the various brochures outlining ANA services. 

One brochure is about the ANA Certification Service— how to submit coins 
for an evaluation of grade and authenticity, the time involved for service, 
etc. The photographic service is very reasonably priced; members can obtain 
8" X 10" photographs of their numismatic items for $5.40 each. The quality 
of AN ACS prints is superb, and I have no doubt they cost but a fraction of 
those obtained on the open market. 

The ANA Museum is described in another brochure that invites visitors 
to tour the headquarters facility in Colorado Springs to see such varied attrac- 
tions as the Colorado Gallery, the Hall of Presidents, two different Americana 
galleries and various changing exhibits. 

Still another brochure describes the ANA Library as a "storehouse of 
numismatic information," as indeed it is. Members interested in a special 
or hard-to-find book or journal might find the Library helpful. It is composed 
of thousands of volumes, some popular, some obscure, some technical — just 
about everything that has been published on coins, tokens, medals and paper 
money. Something new offered by the Library is a complete set of The 
Numismatist, 1888-1983, on microfiche. Ninety-six original volumes of the 
magazine probably would cost about $5,000, if indeed a complete set could 
be found, while the microfiche set sells for less than $300! 

Whenever I rent an automobile, I am bewildered by the seemingly endless 
variety of special rates, weekend offers and the like. While visiting 
Philadelphia recently, I found that one car rental agency charged $29 per day, 
whereas another company charged $70 for the same service. To help members 
when they travel, the ANA has made special arrangements with National 
Car Rental, whereby members can receive an 8-percent discount and 
unlimited free mileage in many locations across the coimtry. 

The information packet also contains several leaflets concerning various 
insurance plans offered to members through Albert Wohlers and Company. 
Currently, some 8,000 members take advantage of one or more of these plans. 
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An interesting booklet, titled simply Introduction to Numismatics, is also 
included. Consisting of general guidelines for collecting, it contains essays 
by many prominent ANA members, including Arthur Sipe, Stuart Mosher, 
John Davenport, Kenneth Bressett, Richard Yeoman, Glenn Smedley and John 
Pittman. 

The ANA offers many interesting reprints and publications for sale, some 
of which are produced by the ANA itself, whereas others are received as dona- 
tions from publishers and dealers. Did you know, for example, that various 
editions of A Guidebook of United States Coins, from 1962 to the present, 
are available for $1.75 each? Certainly this is a bargain in terms of information! 
Issues of The Numismatist are available for $7.50 each for certain issues from 
the 1920s and earlier, while issues from the 60s and 70s sell for just $1 each, 
not including postage. The Numismatic Scrapbook Magazine, certainly a 
goldmine of information, is available on a single-issue basis for 50 cents per 
copy — a fantastic offer. Many other titles are available; you might find what 
you're looking for in the list titled "ANA Reprint and Numismatic Material 
for Sale," available free from ANA headquarters. 

The information described here barely touches the tip of the iceberg as far 
as ANA benefits are concerned. In addition, conventions and educational 
seminars are held each year, courses are given at various regional locations, 
slides can be borrowed from the ANA Library and, perhaps most important 
of all, members have the prestige of belonging to the world's largest and finest 
nonprofit organization serving our hobby. 

Since you are probably an ANA member, you do not have to be sold on 
the advantages of membership. But, like me, perhaps you have been a member 
for a number of years and have overlooked some of the benefits our fine 
organization offers.

Embarrassed Collector 
Admits Gullibility 

In your "Letters" column in the Decem- 
ber 1983 issue, a member urged some sort 
of policing of the ANA grading system to 
prevent the unwary novice collector from 
being "taken in." I'd like to report an 
experience that left me with a bitter taste; 
my reason for not saying anything sooner 
is simple embarrassment over my own 
gullibility. 

Years ago I bought several coins de- 
scribed as "Uncirculated" (two of them 
"Brilliant Uncirculated") from a nation- 
ally known dealer. Not knowing much 
about grading and relying on the dealer's 
reputation, I accepted the dealer's grading. 
Not long ago I sent these coins to the 
official ANA certification and grading 
service. Two of the coins were graded 
AU-50/50; the third, the one described by 


the dealer as Brilliant Uncirculated, was 
graded EF-45/45. According to current 
Greysheet listings, this was an overvalua- 
tion (and overpricing) of 42 percent, 135 
percent and, in the case of the last one, 
241 percent — almost two and one -half 
times what the coin is worth! 

I know that there have been complaints 
that the ANA grading service is too con- 
servative, and even sometimes incon- 
sistent. Still, such great discrepancies are 
difficult to attribute to honest human 
error or to simple differences in taste. 

It seems that once the deed is done, 
there is little the collector can do but 
nurse his wounds in private and, at most, 
stop patronizing the dealer. But that does 
not help the collector, least of all the 
others who will have to learn from their 
own mistakes. I don't know how fre- 
quently such things happen, but if most 
people are as embarrassed about their 
gullibility as I am, then we may be seeing 
just the tip of the iceberg. Granted, spec- 
tacular and rare items cannot be valued 
nor priced by means other than individual 
taste; with the majority of common-date 
well-preserved coins there ought to be 
some way to protect the tmsting collector.

Member: American Numismatic Association 
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Saltus Medal 
Presented to Veroi 

The American 
Numismatic Society has 
awarded its prestigious 
Saltus Medal to Guido 
Veroi; the first non- 
American sculptor so 
honored for his lifetime 
achievement in medallic 
art. To mark the presen- 
tation, the ANS is featuring 
an exhibition of the Italian 
sculptor^s work at the 
Audubon Terrace Museum 
at ANS headquarters in 
New York City until 
February 24, 1984. 

In presenting the silver 
medal; Saltus Committee 
chairman Robert Weinman, 
past winner of the award 
and son of A.A. Weinman, 
designer of the medal, noted 
that ''What is most 
appealing in the work of 
Guido Veroi is his success 
at blending classical forms 
with a modem approach 
and emerging with a body 
of work that is consistently 
personal and of high 
quality."

Veroi' s achievements 
represent a wide range of 
forms; his medallic 
sculpture has been displayed 
at every exposition of the 
Federation Internationale de 
la Medaille since 1952. The 
designer of the reverse of 
the Italian 500-lire coin, as 
well as the entire series of 
Vatican coins of the Holy 
Year 1975, he designed the 
mosaics for the nave of the 
Church of the Holy Spirit 
in Pescara and has produced 
numerous paintings, statues, 
reliefs and stained glass 
windows. 

FBI Pursues Coin Thieves 

The FBI is seeking 
dealers' cooperation in 
solving the theft of 
approximately $180,000 
worth of coins from two 
Erie, Pennsylvania, dealers 
at the District of Columbia 
coin convention in Gaithers- 
burg, Maryland in October 
1983. A person using the 
name Jim Johnson is known 
to have fenced some of the 
coins in Ohio and is 
currently under surveillance 
by the Bureau, but is not 
considered a suspect in the 
theft, according to Agent 
Tom Hayes. The man is in 
his early 40s, is approx- 
imately six feet tall and 
weighs 200 pounds. Al- 
though $25,000 worth of 
the coins has been 
recovered, most are still 
sought. 

Among items missing are 
a 1796 silver dollar in Fine 
condition and an 1802 
specimen that has been 
cleaned. Gold Half Eagles 
include an 1853 in 
Extremely Fine, an 1893 in 
MS-65, and an 1895 semi- 
prooflike MS-65, as well as 
an 1895 Liberty Head 
Double Eagle in Uncir- 
culated grade, and Uncircu- 
lated 1910, 1913 and 1925 
specimens of the Saint- 


Gaudens Double Eagle. 
Missing Morgan dollars 
include an 1878-CC in 
frosty BU, identified by 
minor rim nicks, two 
1889-CC specimens in VG 
and Fine conditions, and an 
1893 AU with vertical 
scratches on the reverse 
above the eagle's left wing. 
Other recognizable pieces 
are an 1854 half cent with a 
curved cut beneath the 
word CENT, a Capital 
Plastics holder of Uncir- 
culated war nickels, three 
Uncirculated Gettysburg 
commemorative half dollars 
and two 1877 Indian Head 
cents in AG/G and Fine 
conditions. 

Coin dealers who have 
been approached by a 
person resembling the man 
called Jim Johnson, or who 
encounter any of the coins 
described offered by other 
sources, are requested to

House Approves 
Medal Bills 

The U.S. House of 
Representatives recently 
passed two new bills 
authorizing the presentation 
of special gold medals to 
entertainer Danny Thomas 
and civil rights leader 
Benjamin Mays. If approved 
by the Senate, the Thomas 
medal bill will provide for 
the striking of bronze 
duplicates for public sale. 

The Mays medal bill 
provides for presentation of 
the Presidential Medal of 
Freedom to Mays for his 
staunch support of More- 
house College and for his 
work in civil rights. "Dr. 
Mays' contributions to the 
country are significant," 
commented the bill's 
author. Representative 
Julian Dixon. "He 
shepherded Morehouse 
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College through extremely 
difficult times during World 
War n and prevented its 
closure, thereby insuring 
the development of future 
generations of black leaders. 
The late E>r. Martin Luther 
King often credited Dr. 

Mays as his spiritual 
mentor. Dr. Mays was 
instrumental in the 
elimination of segregated 
facilities in Atlanta and 
promoted the cause of 
nonviolence during a time 
in this nation that was 
often marred by conflict.'' 

The Presidential Medal of 
Freedom was created in 
1945 to honor Americans 
who make "especially 
meritorious contributions to 
the security or national 
interest of the United 
States, world peace, or 
cultural or other significant 
public or private 
endeavors." No duplicates 
of the Mays medal are 
provided for in the bill 
currently pending in the 
Senate. 

Bullish Silver Trend 
Predicted for 1980s 

J. Aron, a New York 
precious metals house, 
predicts a bullish trend for 
silver prices during 1984 
and the rest of the decade, 
even though the market 
recently peaked at $14 per 
troy ounce and fell back to 
the present level of $9. 

Based on Aron's annual 
Silver Review and Outlook, 
the firm's positive pre- 
dictions are reflective of an 
expected renewal in 
investor demand and 
increased industrial use of 
silver, which is estimated to 
be larger than increases in 
supply from mining and 
scrap recovery. 

It was reported that 
investor interest in silver 
and other precious metals 
"will be buoyed by a 
gradual rise in inflation 
during the year ahead." 

Aron predicts that the rise 
will bring the annual 


inflation rate to 6.5 percent 
by the end of 1984, and that 
"more and more investors 
will view this gradual 
reacceleration in the rate of 
general price increase as 
just the beginning of a 
major cyclical wave of 
inflation." 

Most observers credit the 
recent sharp decline in 
inflation rates, which tends 
to alleviate fear of further 
dollar devaluations, 
combined with continuing 
high interest rates, for the 
current lack of demand for 
hard assets.

A Gem Brilliant 
Uncirculated 1934 Peace 
dollar in MS-65 condition 
with pale gold toning sold 
for $1,000, highlighting the 
Manner Rooke Numisma- 
tists auction held November 
4, 1983. Slightly less than 
one million 1934 dollars 
were minted at 
Philadelphia, and MS-65 
specimens are extremely 
rare. 

Among other silver dollar 
sales an 1848 Seated Liberty 
in EF-40 fetched $675 and 
an 1896-0 Morgan realized 
$650. Sales of half cents 
brought $500 for a 1 794 
VF-30 struck on a porous 
planchet, and $400 for an 
1808/07 in EF condition. An 
1804 Large cent in Fine 
condition brought $480. 

Silver dime sales featured 
a 1797 16 Stars in VG-i- at 
$650 and an 1807 in Fine- 12 
at $425. Among quarter 
dollars an 1806/05 overdate 
in VG-8 went for $165, 
while an 1806 "variety 2" 
in VG-8 drew a high bid of 
$205. 

Bust half dollars included 
an 1825 in AU-50 with a 
small edge defect that 
garnered $200 and an 1832 
with large letters in 
BU-60-1- that crossed the 
block at $660. 

Commemoratives were 
highlighted by an 1893 
Queen Isabella quarter 
dollar in BU-60 + with 
peripheral toning that was 
had for $460. 

In the auction's ancient 
offerings a silver 
tetradrachm of Alexander 
the Great, Herakles/Zeus 
seated, in VF condition 
brought $170, while a silver 
tetradrachm of Antiochus 
VninVF-h sold for $275 
and a silver denarius of 
Emperor Tiberius, 


Tiberius/Livia seated, in VF 
was hammered down at 
$135. 

Foreign sales included a 
copper 4-maravedis piece of 
Santo Domingo from the 
16th century in crude VF 
that realized $47 and a rare 
1662 shooting taler in the 
form of a square klippe 
from Saxony in EF that 
commanded a winning bid 
of $500. Canadian material 
was highlighted by a 1902 
silver 25-cent piece in 
Choice AU that brought 
$165, a 1935 George V

Numismatic Scholars 

To provide students with 
a deeper understanding of 
the contributions made by 
numismatics to other fields 
of study, the American 
Numismatic Society offers 
ten grants-in-aid for study at 
the 32nd Seminar in 
Numismatics to be held at 
its headquarters in New 
York City from June 12 
through August 11, 1984. 
The seminar involves an 
intensive program of study 
that will include lectures 
and conferences conducted 
by specialists in various 
fields, preparation and oral 
delivery of a paper on a 
topic of the student's 
choice, and actual contact 
with the coinage related to 
that topic. Formal and 
informal sessions will deal 
with such subjects as coin 
hoards and excavation 
coins; dated coins and their 
historical significance; coins 
as bearers of ideas and 
political documents; and 
coins and the art historian. 
ANS curators and instruc- 
tors from this country and 
abroad will participate. 

Grants will be available 
to students of high com- 
petence who will have 
completed at least one year 
of graduate work in 
classical studies, archae- 
ology, history, art history, 
economic history or other 
related disciplines. Appli- 
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cations will also be 
accepted from junior faculty 
members with a degree in 
one of these fields. Grants 
will carry a stipend of $900, 
and are made possible by a 
donation from Mr. and Mrs. 
Eric P. Newman. Applica- 
tions are restricted to 
individuals affiliated with 
colleges and universities in 
the United States and 
Canada, and must be filed 
by March 1, 1984. 

The ANS also will award 
a fellowship of $3,500 for

English Gold Rarities Sold 

California Numismatic 
Corporation recently sold 
two extremely rare English 
gold coins— a 1963 Proof 
sovereign and a 1922 
George V Proof florin. Sold 
in Au^st 1983, the 1963 
sovereign with frosted 
devices bears the early 
portrait of Queen Elizabeth 
n by Machin, and is 
possibly unique, certainly 
extremely rare. Selling for a 
four-figure sum and evi- 
dently struck for either 
presentation or inclusion in 
the British national coin 
collection, the piece is 
believed to have come from 
the collection of the 
engraver and now resides 
with a Beverly Hills 
physician. 

Sold in November 1983 
for a reported low five-figure 
sum, the George V florin is 
thought to be the finest of 
three known specimens. A 
Proof-record piece struck 
off-metal in gold, the florin 
was undoubtedly for presen- 
tation purposes as it came 
directly by agent from the 
estate of a Royal Mint 
employee. While the 
obverse bears the Sir 
Bertram MacKennal en- 
graving of George V, the 
reverse is styled after the 
florin of the Victoria Jubilee 
period. 


Cahn Awarded 
Huntington Medal 

In recognition of 
outstandui^ contributions to 
numismatic scholarship, the 
American Numismatic 
Society awarded its 63rd 
Archer M. Himtington 
Medal to Herbert A. Cahn 
of Basel, Switzerland. The 
Huntington committee's 
citation was composed by 
Dr. Cornelius Vermeule, 
curator of classical art at 
the Museum of Fine Arts 
Boston, and reads: "Scion of 
an old Frankfurt numis- 
matic family for more than 
forty years, Herbert Cahn 
has been a moving spirit of 
ancient numismatics and 
the other arts of antiquity 
in Basel. He has served as 
an editor of Antike Kunst 
and, more recently, of 
Revue Suisse de 
Numismatique, Schweizei 
Munzblatter and the CIN 
Newsletter, as well as a 
founder of the Museum of 
Ancient Art in Basel. He 
was also a founder and 
secretary of the Inter- 
national Association of 
Professional Numismatists. 

As a teacher he has been no 
less active, giving seminars 
in numismatics in Heidel- 
berg for many years. 

"In addition to many 
major catalogs and articles 
in learned journals, Herbert 
Cahn has written basic 
numismatic studies of 
Sicilian Naxos (1944) and 
Knidos in Archaic and 
Classical times (1970), and a 
pioneering monograph on 
Greek coins in the Archaic 
Period (1947). He was one 
of two editors of the 
honorary volume for Roland 
Hampe (1980), and his own 
shorter writings were 
collected in a volume edited 
by Hans Ackerman (1975).

H istory, with its pixyish bent for 
paradox, awards the bloody 
pragmatist and scorns the gentle 
idealist who would persuade with 
reason. Typically, the martyr's cause is 
heretical in his hour of agony, and no 
one will tempt the wages of his 
transgression by immortalizing the 
offending cause in bronze. Later, when 
the dust of centuries of transition has 
settled, the once-maligned cause 
becomes consensus, a commonplace 
too ordinary to commemorate. 

Erasmus, Servetus, Socinius, Arminius, 
Bruno, Spinoza, even such "respectable 
dissenters" as Rabelais, Montaigne and 
Voltaire, contribute scant weight to 
our medal cabinets. 

Nor is St. George the redeeming 
exception to this case as some 
suppose. The first known medallic 
rendition of St. George and his 
legendary dragon-baiting bit, found in 
the sands of Lebanon, bears a date two 
centuries later than the event it 
depicts. And it, like the Pistrucci 
rendering on English coinage, presumes 
that all will recognize the design as an 
allegorical representation of a 
Christian knight slaying paganism. 
However, most recognize it as the 
common theme of childhood fable, 
having no more interpretive 
significance than the tales of Beowolf 
or Roland. 

But, we needn't retreat through time 
to a cross at Golgotha or the boiling- 
lead vats of Emperor Diocletian to 
illustrate the withholding of medallic 
recognition from those who died in the 
service of conscience. Today, we have 
the embarrassment of a meager 
medallic tribute to a modern-day 
martyr: Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., 
whose crime against society was 
mounting a nonviolent crusade to 
insure to all American minorities the 
equality of justice, education and 
opportunity presumed by the 
Constitution. 

Considering the irreversible 
influence the life and struggle of Dr. 
King has exerted on the shaping of our 
society, the offering of King medals is 
indeed minimal. Discard the 
inevitable, hastily designed and minted

medals hurried to the public in the 
interest of capitalizing on the emotion 
of a tragic event, and the worthy 
medals remaining can be listed on the 
back of a grocery flyer. In contrast, the 
medallic tributes to John F. Kennedy, 
whose tragically abbreviated 
presidential tenure will not astound 
historians with its accomplishments. 
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require hundreds of pages to list. 

King's thirteen-year struggle against 
social and economic inequity began in 
Montgomery, Alabama, on the night of 
December 1, 1955, when Negro 
seamstress Rosa Parks, prodded by 
overwhelming weariness, courageously 
refused to surrender her seat on a bus 
to a white man and subsequently was 
arrested. The black elders of the 
community organized a boycott of the 
buses and handed leadership to two 
talented, but untried, young ministers: 
King and Dr. Ralph David Abernathy. 

History records the choice as a 
fortunate one, but, at the time, the 
background of the young Martin 
Luther King hardly suggested that he 
would become the black man's 
Messiah and the white man's 
conscience — the voice and instrument 
of the second American revolution. 

The dominant influence of his youth 
were the writings of America's gentle 
philosopher, Henry David Thoreau, 
and his advocacy of an individual's 
right and obligation to resist an unjust 
law; and the credo of Mahatma 
Gandhi, who held that the most 
effective weapon a subjugated people 
could employ was a continuous, 
nonviolent resistance to the tyranny 
that denied them freedom and 
equality. 

For 381 days King directed and led a 
nonviolent boycott of the segregated 
Birmingham buses. On Sundays he 
spoke to the black people of 
Birmingham, and through them to 
America. He had the gift of eloquence 
and used it not to incite hatred, not to 
humiliate the white man, but to 
remind all men that no one who 
would deny equality and dignity to 
some men can claim it for himself. On 

In 1968 a ‘Toot People’s March” was 
planned to bring together the interests of 
all races. King toured key cities in 
preparation for the march, but was called 
to Memphis to lead demonstrations. On 
April 3 he spoke of threats to his life and 
urged followers to continue the nonviolent 
struggle, regardless of what became of him. 
The next evening, he was assassinated. 
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week days he led his people in 
peaceful protest marches, unmoved by 
the bombing of Negro churches, 
attacks by vicious street gangs and 
mob violence. In the end, the Jim 
Crow buses were desegregated. King 
became a national figure, a voice for 
reason in an unreasonable time, and 
black protest took on the form it 
would wear for a decade. 

The nonviolent sword King forged in 
the streets of the South was neither 
submissive, as the black militants 
thought it to be, nor the portent of 
compromise white racists hoped it to 
be. For all his cherubic countenance 
and eloquent espousal of redemptive 
love. King was an able and cagey 
fighter. He had a dream and a plan to 
implement it. He never sought to 
completely integrate a town, but to 
shame a nation — ''America, rise up and 
come home." He dramatized the 


humiliation of being a Negro in 
America, and in so doing imbedded a 
thorn in the American conscience. 

The genius of Martin Luther King 
was his ability to select issues and 
antagonists for the ultimate effect. 
Birmingham's Bull Conner, with his 
police dogs, fire hoses and cattle prods, 
did more to insure the passage of the 
1964 Civil Rights Act than did the 
prayers and marches of the protestors. 
The club-swinging posses were so 
helpful to the registration drive in 
Selma that King's followers gleefully 
voted him an honorary membership in 
the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference. 

King's triumphs in the South 
brought unrealistic hope of sudden and 
miraculous transition to inhabitants of 
the northern ghettoes. The nature of 
the southern battle was such that the 
mists of a thousand dark nights could 
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A member of the National Association for the Advancement of Colored People and the 
Southern Christian Leadership Conference, King organized boycotts, prayer vigils and sit- 
ins, advocating freedom and equality for his people. 
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be dissipated by one day of sunshine. 
But, in the North massive ramparts of 
time stood between grievance and 
redress. Eloquence can open the 
polling places but cannot rebuild a 
ghetto; nonviolent boycott can 
integrate schools but cannot 
immediately qualify the poorly 
educated for managerial positions; 
peaceful marches can desegregate an 
exclusive residential area but cannot 
underwrite the mortgage on a $100,000 
home. 

King tacitly admitted as much when 
he expanded his movement, recog- 
nizing that nonviolent protest had 
exhausted its capacity for inducing 
immediate change and that further 
progress was dependent on a massive 
Federal commitment of intent and 
funds — monies not available because of 
the $30 billion per year spent on the 
Vietnam War. 

S PRING was busily hanging ragged 
swatches of purple azalea and 
white dogwood on the greening hills, 
but winter's chill still clung to the 
nights. Likewise, a chill — not of 
winter's brewing — lay upon the heart 
of Dr. Martin Luther King. One week 
earlier on March 28, 1968, he had been 
in Memphis to lead a nonviolent 
protest march in support of striking 
Negro sanitation workers, only to have 
teenage militants seize the day and 
turn it into a window-smashing free- 
for-all. The incident embarrassed King, 
for it cast doubts upon his ability to 
mount his proposed peaceful sit-in in 
Washington, D.C., and upon the future 
of nonviolent protest itself. The 
thought of returning to Memphis 
depressed him, but the idea of not 
returning, and thus surrendering to the 
militants, depressed him even more. 

He decided to return to hold a series 
of unity rallies before attempting a 
second march. The first meeting, held 
at the Mason Street Temple, was 
encouraging, with the militants 
agreeing to peaceful participation. At 
the meeting's end. King rose to speak. 
A driving rain pelted the vaulted metal 
roof, filling the room with the 
melancholy whisper of leaves rustling 


in the darkness. At the conclusion of 
his speech, he spoke of death, as he so 
often did. He told of the threats that 
had preceded his arrival in Memphis 
and of the bomb scare that had delayed 
his flight from Atlanta. He spoke of 
the future with the resignation of one 
who senses his fate pressing upon him: 

"Well, I don't know what will 
happen now. We've got some difficult 
days ahead. But it really doesn't matter 
with me now. Like anybody, I would 
like to live a long life. Longevity has 
its place. But I'm not concerned about 
that now. I just want to do God's will. 
And He's allowed me to go to the 
mountain top. And I've looked over, 
and I've seen the promised land. I may 
not get there with you, but I want you 
to know tonight that we as a people 
will get to the promised land." 

The premonition was prophesy. The 
following day, April 4, while King 
stood on the balcony of his motel 
talking to friends below, a .30-caliber 
rifle bullet exploded in his face, 
hurling him backward to the floor. He 
uttered one word, "Oh!," and an hour 
later he was pronounced dead. 

I T WAS a procession such as 
America had never seen— not for a 
black man nor for any man. The 
mighty and the meek mixed in a 
moving mass of homage and sorrow. A 
cross of white flowers borne between 
two men led the way, followed by the 
flags of the United Nations, the United 
States and the Church. King's 
burnished mahogany casket rode in a 
weathered farm wagon pulled by a pair 
of spavined Georgia mules — starkly 
symbolic of his compassion and 
struggle for the poor, the exploited, the 
disenfranchised. Behind the wagon 
marched the mourners, a tightly- 
packed throng, mostly black, 
numbering about 150,000. It was a day 
that started too late, lasted too long, 
bordered on chaos throughout its 
unfolding, yet never lost its dignity 
and simple grandeur. King was laid to 
rest in South View Cemetary in a 
hastily erected marble crypt bearing an 
epitaph from his favorite spiritual: 

FREE AT LAST, FREE AT LAST, THANK 
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GOD ALMIGHTY, I'M FREE AT LAST. 

So ended King's last march— the 
most momentous of his protests. 
Although we didn't fire the fateful 
shot, we were disturbed by a sureness 
of complicity and guilt. We had seen 
the evil upon the land and had turned 
away. Perhaps as an aftermath of this 


tragedy the sun will run a swifter 
course, hastening the arrival of a too- 
long-delayed tomorrow and making 
America as free in reality as it is in 
rhetoric. Maybe then a Martin Luther 
King medal will be created, worthy of 
the nation's dedication and the 
founding fathers' dream. . 


Sadly, CARL ALLENBAUGH did not live to see publication of his fine tribute to Martin Luther 
King. A prolific writer and knowledgeable numismatist, Allenbaugh died November 7, 1981, 
in Punxsutawney, Pennsylvania, at the age of 63. Two of three articles published in The 
Numismatist earned him Heath Literary Awards. His special style of writing — 
straightforward but understated and witty — makes reading his works a pleasant and rewarding 
experience.

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Peruvian Centavos 

HORACE P. FLATT ANA 115873 

For the better part of the first half of the 19th century the 
need for small-denomination coinage in Peru was met primarily by the 
silver quarter-real coin. For a very short period between 1822 and 1823, 
copper coins were issued as necessity pieces to meet the needs of com- 
merce during the war for independence from Spain, but these coins were 
not well accepted by the public and were quickly recalled. Thus, the 
copper-nickel one- and two-centavo coins of 1863 were the first regularly 
issued Peruvian coins in which a metal other than silver or gold was 
used. Like the copper quarter real of 1822, the obverse design of these 
new coins featured a radiant sun, Peru's traditional symbol. Unlike 
earlier issues, the coins were accepted by the people and circulated for 
more than a century. They were last minted in 1965, when the 
decreasing value of the centavo made the denominations of little 
practical use. 


A monetary law enacted in Peru on 
September 28, 1857, and signed on October 
2 of that year provided for a one-centimo 
coin to replace the quarter real in every- 
day commercial transactions.^ The new 
coin's design was consistent with the pat- 
tern coin of 1855 (Figure 1). The law was 
never placed into effect, however, mainly 
because a requirement stated that the one- 
centimo coin be made of refined copper, 
unalloyed with other metals, and of such 
a weight that its intrinsic value would cor- 
respond to its nominal value. It was subse- 
quently pointed out that coins made in 
this manner would likely disappear from 
circulation as the price of copper in- 
creased in its normal value fluctuation^; 
the coins' nominal value needed to exceed 
their intrinsic value to prevent them from 
being melted down for profit. 

At the same time, the United States 
struggled with a similar dilemma and ex- 
perimented with various alloys for use in 
replacing the large copper coins then in 
circulation. Although an alloy of 95- 
percent copper, with the remainder a 
suitable mixture of tin and zinc, was 
originally suggested, an alloy of 88-percent 
copper and 12-percent nickel ultimately 


was adopted in production of the Flying 
Eagle cent, which first appeared in circula- 
tion in 1857.^ This use of nickel gave way 
to the preservation of a reasonable rela- 
tionship between the coin's nominal and 
intrinsic values, while at the same time 
allowing for a lesser weight (72 grains) 
than that of earlier issues. 

The United States had fully adopted the 
copper-nickel alloy for minting small- 
denomination coinage when a new Peru- 
vian monetary law was passed on January 
31, 1863, and signed into effect a few 
weeks later on February 14 by President 
Miguel San Roman. The law provided the 
basis for a decimal monetary system and 
called for the issuance of the silver sol and 
other smaller coins, including some made 
of copper. According to the articles of that 
law directly relating to the mintage of 
copper coins: 

There shall be two copper coins, the 
first of 2 centavos value, and the second 
of 1 centavo, both corresponding to the 
value of the metal and the cost of 
manufacture. The copper coin shall have 
in the center of the obverse a sun, around 
it the inscription REPUBLICA PERUANA 
(Peruvian Republic), and the date at the

top part; on the reverse the word DOS 
(two) or UN (one) CENTAVO, surrounded 
by a wreath formed by two cornucopias. 
The amount of copper that may be 
issued shall not exceed the value of 
300,000 soles. No one is obliged to 
receive copper coins but for a value less 
than 5 centavos."^ 

It was intended that the coins should 
be manufactured in the United States, and 
correspondence between F.L. Barreda, 
Minister of Peru, and various officials of 
the U.S. Mint in Philadelphia provides a 
great deal of insight into both United 
States and Peruvian coinage problems of 
that day. 

New York, March 27, 1863 
Sir: 

When I had the pleasure of calling on 
you for information in regard to the 
coinage of copper or nickel cents, and to 
inquire if some arrangements could be 
made to have the coin struck at your 
mint, you had the kindness to state that 
although that operation could not be per- 
formed, you would assent to having the 
dials made there for the better protection 
of the interests of my Government. 

I have now received instructions to 
proceed to enter into a Contract to coin 
a quantity of nickel cents, and address 
you to ascertain if you will do me the 
favor of extending to my government the 
advantage suggested by you. Should you 
consent to it, I will have the pleasure of 
again visiting you on this subject. 

If you think that it will be courteous 
or necessary to ask the permission of the 
Honorable the Secretary of the Treasury 
for this purpose, I will do so. 

The general kindness with which this 
gentleman as well as the other members 
of your Government have always treated 
me, gives me reason to anticipate an ac- 


quiescense to my request, if assented to 
by you. 

Apologizing for so troubling you, I 
have the honor to be. 

Very respectfully. 

Your obt. Servant 
F.L. Barreda 

James Pollock, then Director of the U.S. 
Mint, responded: 

March 31, 1863 

His Excellency, F.L. Barreda 
Minister of Peru 

Sir: 

I have the honor to acknowledge the 
receipt of your communication of the 
17th ult. in relation to the preparation 
of coinage dies for your Government. 

Mr. A.C. Paquet, of the Engraving 
Department of the Mint and a competent 
artist, will undertake the preparation of 
your Dies, during the hours that he is 
not engaged in the performance of his 
Mint duties. I may add that it will afford 
me pleasure to supervise the work for 
you. 

I am, with great respect. 

Your Friend and obt. Servant 
Jas. Pollack 
Director of the Mint 

Two weeks later. Minister Barreda con- 
tacted Assayer Jacob R. Eckfeldt and 
Assistant Assayer William E. Dubois of 
the United States Mint. 

Washington, April 13th, 1863 

Mess. Eckford (sic) Dubois 
Assayers UStates Mint, Philadelphia 

Gentlemen: 

My Government has instructed me to 
contract for the coinage of copper and 
nickel cents in this country, taking as 
a basis for the weight of the cent, that 
now fixed for the United States cent, but 
keeping due proportion with the differ- 
ence that there may be in the intrinsic 
value of the United States silver dollar 
as compared with the silver '"Sol" which 
is the Unity of our monetary system. 
The ''Sol" weighs twenty five gramms 
or five hundred Castilian grains, (Deci- 
mal system) of silver 900, or hne. 

I therefore request you to make a care- 
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ful comparison of the two coins, and to 
state to me what is the difference be- 
tween them, and what should be the pro- 
portion of nickel and copper that ought 
to be mixed, and the weight of metal for 
every one hundred dollars in cents, so as 
to keep the exact correspondence that 
my Government desires to attain be- 
tween the UStates and the Peruvian 
copper coins. 

I would like to have your opinion in 
the form of a certificate and in duplicate, 
and in forwarding it to me at your 
earliest convenience, please accompany 
your bill of charges for settlement, as 
customary. 

Please, also, to state in said certificate 
what deviation in the weight or alloy is 
permitted by law, in the UStates copper 
coins.

Eckfeldt and Dubois replied as follows: 

Mint of the United States, 

Philadelphia, April 16, 1863 

To his Excl F.L. Barreda 
Minister from Peru to the U.S. 

Sir: 

We take pleasure in replying to your 
inquiries. 

In the first place, in making a compar- 
ison between your silver coinage and 
ours, we are clearly of the opinion that 
we should take two half dollars of the 
U.S. and not the whole dollar. Practically, 
the whole silver dollar no longer enters 
into our monetary system; it still stands 
in our laws, and a few pieces are coined, 
but they are for Asiatic or other foreign 
trade, and are not seen in our circulation. 
The reason is apparent; they contain 
412^2 troy grains, while two half dollars 
contain but 384 grains. The Director of 
the Mint, Mr. Pollock, speaks in his 
annual report of the ^'anomalous char- 
acter of the silver dollar," and has twice 
recommended its suppression. 

Your silver unit, the ^1, at 25 grammes 
900 fine, is equal to two of our half 
dollars, with the slight excess of .49 cent, 
not quite half a cent, or P^rt- For 
your present purpose, the correspon- 
dence is exact; and you have only to 
maintain the proportion of 88 parts cop- 
per to 12 of nickel in your cent, the same 
as ours. The allowed deviation in each 
piece, is four grains, or one-eighteenth 


of the whole weight. 

It is worthy of grave consideration (if 
not too late) whether our example is a 
good and practicable one to follow in 
making use of nickel. It is proper to in- 
form you that this metal is becoming 
very scarce, and that our Mint absorbs 
nearly all in this market, whether 
domestic or foreign make. We are 
threatened with a short supply. Add to 
this, you will require to be assured 
that the fair proportion of nickel enters 
into your coin; and this requires a very 
nice and tedious assay. Still further, the 
alloy is difficult to melt, requiring a very 
high heat; and it will be of small com- 
mercial value, hardly greater than that 
of copper alone. 

The Director of the Mint has regretted 
that we did not employ the new alloy 
used in England and France, called 
bronze, containing about 95 per cent 
copper, with 5 per cent of tin. 

We offer these observations from a 
belief that you will find them well 
worthy of reflection. 

In conclusion, we render this state- 
ment in duplicate, as you desire, but we 
make no charge for these slight services.

Note that in the first letter Serior 
Barreda acknowledges an earlier commu- 
nication with James Pollock. Also, a fifth 
letter discovered by R.W. Julian in the Na- 
tional Archives in Washington, D.C., in- 
dicates that the coins in question were 
actually designed by an unknown Phila- 
delphia artist, with the dies and hubs 
prepared by A.C. Paquet.^ It was sug- 
gested in this same letter that the firm of 
Morgan and Orr might be able to produce

the coins for the Peruvians, as the 
capacity of the U.S. Mint was already 
taxed.^ A trial strike (Figure 2), was made 
by that company in 1855 for the Peruvian 
government and indicates an established 
relationship between the two. 

It is interesting to note the concern over 
the proposed use of the copper-nickel 
alloy well in advance of Pollock's taking 
an official position to the Secretary of the 
Treasury on its use in U.S. coinage. 
However, in spite of this warning, the 
Peruvian Government proceeded, as Senor 
Barreda clearly was instructed to follow 
current U.S. usage. While it is not pres- 
ently known where the coins were ac- 
tually made, the metal was supplied by 
the Camden Nickel Works of Camden,

New Jersey, which was owned by "Nickel 
King" Joseph Wharton of Philadelphia. 
In a report, Wharton indicated that 
10,000,000 one-centavo coins and 5,000,000 
two-centavo coins were made, weighing 
4.5 and 9.0g, respectively, and accounting 
for 200,000 of the 300,000 soles worth of 
coins authorized.^ 

These are presumed to be the coins 
received at the port of Callao in December 
1863, as noted by Valverde.® It is inter- 
esting to observe that the placement of 
the wreath on the reverse of the one- and 
two-centavo pieces (Figures 3 and 4) is 
similar to that on U.S. coinage, which 
would facilitate the striking of the coins 
as noted in Judd.^ 

Several varieties of the 1863 one-centavo 
coin are extant; the first, presumed quite 
scarce, features six lines incuse (Figure 5), 
differing from the common 1863 one cen- 
tavo as well as all known issues of 1864, 
which feature only five lines incuse 
(Figure 6). The second variety features an 
obverse design rotated 180 degrees from 
its reverse; this coin is also presumed 
extremely scarce, perhaps even rare, as 
only one example has been discovered in 
twenty years of search. It is even more 
unusual because 1863 is the only year that 
a die rotation has been reported for the 
one-centavo coin, while it is very com- 
mon for the two-centavo coin of the 1870s 
and 1895. 

As the newly-minted coins arrived in 
Peru, James Pollock wrote to the Secretary 
of the Treasury recommending a change 
in the composition of the alloy. His let- 
ter emphasized the difficulties discussed 
previously in the communication from 
Eckfeldt and Dubois to Senor Barreda. He 
proposed a change in the composition of

the alloy to 95-percent copper, 4-percent 
tin and 1 -percent zinc, the components of 
French bronze. This recommendation was 
ultimately accepted despite the lobbying 
of Wharton, and use of the alloy was 
authorized by the Coinage Act of April 22, 
1864. The legislation also provided for a 
weight reduction to 48 grains, resulting 
in a thinner coin. 

The change in U.S. coinage was reflected 
in the coins minted for Pern, but there are 
some uncertainties in the existing descrip- 
tions of the Peruvian one- and two- 
centavo coins of 1864. An early catalog 
reports both copper-nickel and bronze 
coins in the 1864 issues. An American 
Numismatic Society manuscript describ- 
ing the Eklund collection lists three 1864 
one-centavo pieces: 1) a piece struck in 
white metal with a thick planchet, evi- 
dently a pattern coin not intended for 
circulation; 2) a copper-nickel coin similar 
to 1863; and 3) a red copper centavo. 

The confusion surrounding the compo- 
sition of these 1864 coins is reflected in 
various editions by Yeoman and in the 
Standard Catalog of World Coins. 

An x-ray analysis of an 1864 one cen- 
tavo shows the presence of copper, tin and 
zinc. In particular, no nickel or silver is 
present. The analysis, however, does not 
determine the percentage of each metal 
present. The difference between the cop- 
per-nickel and bronze coins of 1864 is 
readily apparent in Uncirculated speci- 
mens but difficult to determine visually 
in other coins. Though the origin of the 
coins is still not known, it is easy to 
speculate that they were minted at the 
same place as were the earlier pieces after 
the change was made in U.S. coins. 


Peruvian copper coins were not minted 
again until 1875, as indicated by a pattern 
half centavo of that date.^® A decree of 
May 19, 1875, which authorized the mint- 
ing of 3,000,000 pieces in copper in the 
United States, was changed by a decree of 
September 22 that same year, ordering the 
immediate mintage of 1,000,000 one- 
centavo pieces. The composition of the 
coins was altered to contain 93.75-percent 
copper, 4-percent tin, 1 -percent zinc and 
1.25-percent silver. Dancuart notes that 
in 1876 up to 140,000 soles of copper 
coins could be minted to bring the 
amount in circulation up to the maxi- 
mum 300,000 soles authorized, and that 
1,430,000 one-centavo coins and 2,383,000 
two-centavo pieces were to be minted that 
year.^^ 

The design of the obverse of the 1875 
coin appears to be the same as the earlier 
coins, and the reverse differs only in small 
details; the leaves at the top of the wreath 
do not touch, and the incuse lines on the 
cornucopias have flat rather than rounded 
tops. 

Both one- and two-centavo coins were 
minted in 1876. A minor change was 
made in the reverse design of the one cen- 
tavo,- the tops of the incuse lines are flat 
on the left and rounded on the right. The 
reverse design of the two centavos differs 
only slightly from that featured on coins 
minted in 1863-1864; the tops of the 
incuse lines are flat and a new design 
appears on the ribbon binding the cornu- 
copias together. Various examples of die 
rotation also exist. 

The small amount of silver in the com- 
position of the coins made them attrac- 
tive for exportation, and on August 24, 
1877, a decree ordered a change in com- 
position to 90-percent copper, 5-percent 
tin and 5-percent zinc.^® However, this 
alloy produced a planchet difficult to 
mint, and it was hard to keep the coining 
machinery in good operating order, a 
problem readily apparent by the general 
lack of design sharpness in the Uncircu- 
lated coins of 1877 and 1878. Accordingly, 
the composition was changed August 1, 
1879, to 95-percent copper, 3-percent tin 
and 2-percent zinc.^^ 

It should be noted that the same law of 
December 18, 1878, which authorized the 
minting of provisional nickel coins, also 
authorized the minting of another 200,000

soles worth of copper coins.^° However, 
probably by error, the composition was 
prescribed to be in accordance with the 
law of February 14, 1863, which actually 
did not designate any particular composi- 
tion; a subsequent law of February 5, 
1879, specified the copper, tin and zinc 
composition as defined by the law of 
August 24, 1877 

Except for the composition change, one- 
and two-centavo coins of 1877 and 1878 
are identical to those of 1876. The two 
centavos of 1879 were produced in at least 
two varieties, both featuring rounded tops 
on the incuse lines of the cornucopias and 
the same ribbon as that on the 1876 issue. 
One variety has a B on the ribbon at the 
point of binding (Figure 7) while the other 
does not. Examples of die rotations exist 
for each year, 1876-1879. 

Following the issuance of two-centavo 
coins in 1879, with the exception of the 
pattern coins of 1886, the next copper 
coins minted for Peru were the two cen- 
tavos of 1895, struck by a private mint 
operated by the Scovill Manufacturing 
Company of Waterbury, Connecticut.^^ 
No record is available of the actual 
number of coins produced, though com- 
position and weight did vary from earlier 
coins: 95-percent copper, 4-percent tin and 
1 -percent zinc comprised the alloy, and 
each coin weighed 9g and measured 
24.4mm in diameter. 

A lapse in the coining of copper created 
a shortage of one-centavo coins in circula- 
tion. As a temporary solution, two-cen- 
tavo pieces were cut in half to provide the 
equivalent of one-centavo coins (Figure 8). 
In 1901, in order to meet the need for 


coins used in small daily transactions 
throughout Peru, some 300,000 two- 
centavo coins were melted down to be 
minted into one-centavo pieces.^ The 
composition of the new coins was 
that authorized in 1879, and was used 
until 1950 when zinc planchets were in- 
troduced. The new coins weighed 5g and 
measured 19mm in diameter. A readily 
noticeable change made in the obverse 
design of the new coins involved moving 
the date from the top of the coin to the 
bottom (Figure 9). The reverse desi^ was 
also modified by the inclusion of six lines 
incuse in the cornucopias, as in the scarce 
1863 variety. A more apparent change is 
the arrangement of the words UN CEN- 
TAVO on two parallel straight lines on the 
reverse, a modification that remained in 
use through 1944. 

In spite of the 1901 mintage of one cen- 
tavos, it was noted early in 1902 that a 
scarcity of the '^centavo chico" con- 
tinued.^^ It was again recorded in 1906 
that small coinage was in short supply, 
and a resolution was passed that the na- 
tional mint should proceed to convert 
into one-centavo coins 1,500 soles in two- 
centavo pieces forwarded by the treasury 
of Apurimac.^® 

A new reverse design was introduced in 
1909 with the letters of the word CEN- 
TAVO arranged along a curved line (Figure 
10). Additionally, the raised letter R 
appeared at the bottom of the reverse, and 
in subsequent years examples exist with 
and without the R. The meaning of the R 
or the reason for the concurrent use of the 
two reverse designs remains unclear. 

In 1917 a new series of two centavos 
was introduced, similar in design to the 
one-centavo coins with the exception of 
the initial C that appeared on some coins 
in place of an R. Again, the meaning of the

C is not known. The possibility exists 
that the dies simply filled in at the place 
where the initial would have appeared, re- 
sulting in the lack of an initial on some 
of the coins. In any case, neither of the 
initials appeared after a change to thinner 
planchets in 1941, which produced coins 
weighing lOg and measuring 24mm in 
diameter. 

In 1919 both one- and two-centavo coins 
were minted in Philadelphia. The coins 
were similar in design to those of 1863- 
1895 with the date at the top of the 
obverse. However, the pieces differ in 
many respects, particularly on the reverse; 
the coins' overall design is unique, with 
the composition, weight and diameters as 
previously authorized. 

In 1949 some "zinc" (95-percent zinc, 
5-percent copper) coins were produced 
that were not intended for generd circula- 
tion. The one centavo was identical in 
size and design to the regular issue of the 
year, and a zinc two centavos was also 
reported.2^ A coin also was struck with

the normal one-centavo dies of 1949, but 
a zinc planchet was used having a dia- 
meter of 17mm, the size adopted for the 
two-centavo coins that appeared in cir- 
culation in 1950. 

One- and two-centavo coins weighing 
1 and 1.35g and measuring 15 and 17mm 
in diameter, respectively, were authorized 
by Decree-Law number 11275, dated Janu- 
ary 20, 1950.^^ The one-centavo coin 
(Figure 11) appeared in circulation until 
1965, and the two centavos (Figure 12) 
until 1958. All the zinc coins are relatively 
common except for the one centavo of 1965 
and the two centavos of 1954 and 1957. 
Many varieties of one- and two-centavo 
coins have been documented by Beltran 
in his book, Monedas Peruana y Sus 
Variantes 1863-1981, and in two separate 
articles written for Numismatica.^^'^^ 
Several other varieties have been de- 
scribed that are not contained in his 
works, notably the 1863 one-centavo

varieties, the bronze 1864 coins and the 
1879 two centavos with the B on the bow. 
More importantly, it should be empha- 
sized that four different reverse designs 
exist for the one centavo and three exist 
for the two centavos of the period 1863- 
1879 — not just the one design normally 
ascribed. 

Another variety not described by Bel- 
tran is a curious error on the 1936 and 
1939 two centavos; the V in CENTAVOS 
is replaced with an inverted A . A number 
of varieties were created by the placement 
of the letters on the obverse or by the re- 
engraving of the dies; the use of a thin S 
over the original thick S of CENTAVOS on 
various two centavos of the 1940s is par- 
ticularly noticeable.

It is evident that more research is needed 
in the area of Peruvian coinage, particu- 
larly the centavos series. Much of the 
research conducted at this point has been 


either incomplete or not entirely correct, 
and although this article attempted to 
summarize all that is known about the 
series, it is hoped that other collectors 
might be stimulated to contribute to a 
more complete knowledge and under- 
standing of these very interesting issues.

In this age of advanced 
technology when computers 
replace people and space becomes 
cluttered with satellites, it seems 
inevitable that our little 
numismatic sphere must be 
invaded by superfluous adjectives 
and numerals to keep pace with 
progress. Is this type of progress 
desired or even understood? Let us 
explore a new dimension of 
numismatics — the age of 
superfluities. 

The first use of miniscule detail 
in coin grading involved the full- 
horn method for the Buffalo 
nickel, and recently we have 
witnessed the full-split bands 
discovery on the Mercury dime. 

We all rejoiced because there was 
something new to look for in the 
series, and this undoubtedly gave 
fraudulent dealers another chance 
to rip off the inexperienced 
collector. Following that discovery 
was the full-step realization about 
the Jefferson nickel; this finding 
proved so popular with collectors 
that an organization was formed 
devoted exclusively to the issue. 
The next hair-splitting refinement 
was full bell lines on the reverse of 
the Franklin half dollar. 

These methods of determining 
value are not to be criticized, for 
they are legitimate for that

purpose. However, some 
numismatists have taken this 
progression a step further. Now we 
see advertisements for partial split 
bands; two, three and even four 
steps on a nickel; and weak bell 
lines versus full bell lines versus 
one bell line. Isn't this just a bit 
ridiculous? A single band, step or 
line can cost a lot of money. 

Where has the old-fashioned value 
system gone? 

To keep abreast of this 
burgeoning field of minutia, we 
must add to the list. The next coin 
to be closely scrutinized could be 
the Lincoln cent for a "full-eyed 
Lincoln." Or perhaps we will see 
interest in the "clear fly on the 
tail of the buffalo" on the Indian 
Head nickel. The Morgan dollar 
will not be spared the 500x 
microscope of the zealous collector 
when the latest ads offer "full- 
eyebrowed eagles." Not to be 
outdone by the Morgan, St. 
Gaudens Double Eagle collectors 
will institute a trend requiring 
"full and distinct windows on the 
Capitol Building" on the reverse. 
No longer will the Roosevelt dime 
be sought for a good mintmark; 
instead, numismatists will count 
the President's eyelashes. How 
many eager hobbyists will stalk 
the rare and elusive acne on the 
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face of Liberty seated on the Trade 
dollar? Nickel enthusiasts will 
surely strain their eyes in quest of 
the one V nickel with ''full, round 
kernels of com" on the wreath on 
the reverse. Of course, not a single 
Walking Liberty half dollar 
collector will tarry until he owns a 
"complete stars with full five 
points and distinct stripes" 
specimen. 

And the dilemma continues. 
Dealers seem to make full use of 
the 1-70 grading scale; the favorites 
seem to be AU-58, AU-59, MS-62, 
MS-64, MS-66 and MS-69. We'll 
soon see the VF-37.6 and perhaps 
an MS-61.7 with an AU-56.3 
reverse. The day might come when 
an honest dealer admits he has an 
AG-0 piece; collectors certainly 
have seen more than their share of 
these! There seems to be no limit 
to the imagination of some 



numismatists. When will this 
nonsense end? 

And other factors are involved 
with grading a coin. I heard one 
experienced dealer talking to a 
potential client about artificial 
toning. He said something to this 
effect: "This coin was rolled in an 
acid or carbonate and allowed to 
dry before being heated in an 
oven." Can it be long before we 
see the emergence of other false- 
toning methods? "The coin was 
soaked in melted butter for 30 
minutes, placed in a baked potato 
with a solution of two parts motor 
oil and one part shortening, and 
roasted at 425 degrees Fahrenheit, 



at which time it was sequestered 
in a napkin and heavily breathed 
upon by the anxious alchemist." 

Advancements in technology 
should be lauded, of course. 
Increased precision in numismatics 
is necessary and appreciated, 
however, some persons find it 
necessary to elaborate on new 
methods with their own 
imaginative schemes, and this can 
be deleterious to the hobby. 

But, I suppose I really can't cast 
the first stone ... I think I've 
found a fly on my Buffalo!

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TREASURY NOTES AND NOTES

L.E. CHITTENDEN 

This fascinating account of fraudulent activity in the Treasury first appeared 
in the July 1890 issue of HARPER’S MAGAZINE and was brought to our attention 
by Donald Prybyzerski (ANA 60296). Prybyzerski confesses to having a strong 
penchant for Civil War tokens and has written several articles for THE 
COPPERHEAD COURIER, the official publication of the Civil War Token Society. 

Lucius E. Chittenden, author of the following story, was employed as Register 
of the Treasury from 1861 to 1864. In this capacity he acted as chief bookkeeper 
and countersigned issues of U.S. paper currency. 


N o nation has a better Treasury system 
than the United States. When its regu- 
lations are enforced, it practically guarantees 
the government against loss by error or 
fraud. It involves the division of the depart- 
ment into bureaus, each directly responsible 
to the Secretary, having little connection 
with each other, and at least three of which 
must approve a claim before it can be paid, 
each thus acting as a check upon the other. 
It recognizes the fact that the subordinates 
in a bureau, subject to removal by its chief, 
will obey the orders of that chief, although 
they may involve a violation of law, so that 
checks within a bureau are unreliable. But 
if the payment of a claim requires an exam- 
ination by three persons in as many bureaus, 
and the approval of the heads of each, a con- 
spiracy to defraud becomes difficult and 
practically impossible. Frauds upon the 
Treasury proper have been extremely 
rare. The Assistant Treasuries are abnormal 
growths not subject to these checks, and 
frauds upon them involving large losses have 
consequently been common. The manufac- 
ture and issue of the postal and fractional 
currency was another excrescence permitted 
to attach itself to the system, and the account 
of that issue cannot be verified. It was the 
only issue of the war about which there ex- 
isted any doubt. It may be correct, but it is 
quite possible that some millions of dollars 
of that currency more than the amount 
shown by the books of the Treasury were 
put in circulation. It might have been done 
without detection, for the white paper was 
turned into money ready for issue by a single 
department, under a single head, without 
supervision or the co-operation of any other

department or person. 

Originally adapted to an expenditure of 
$25,000,000 per annum, the Treasury 
system had the capacity of indefinite expan- 
sion without impairing its security. In March 
1861, it regulated an expenditure averaging 
about $8,000,000 per month. Within sixty 
days it increased to more than $2,000,000 
per day, and ultimately to more than 
$1,000,000,000 per annum. Yet the system 
required no change except an increase of 
clerical force. Thus it happened that during 
four years of war more than $3,000,000,000 
was received and covered into the Treasury, 
and an equal value of securities issued and 
delivered to those who were entitled to 
receive them, without the loss of one dollar 
by error or fraud. This statement rests upon 
absolute demonstration, and not upon 
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There was little need of their examination^ 
and no attempt had been made to arrange 
them in consecutive order. Books were now 
made with one page appropriated to each 
bond^ and a space for each coupon^ while 
a force of clerks was detailed to place each 
redeemed coupon in its appropriate space. 

At the expiration of the year the claimants 
came for their duplicates. They were assured 
that they would now be issued unless some 
satisfactory reason could be shown for fur- 
ther delay. The books were sent for^ and in 
their proper spaces were found all the coupons 
which had bun proved to have sunk to the bottom 
of the sea. A few months later the bonds 
themselves were presented for redemption, 
and, no adverse claims being made, they 
were paid. 

What was the explanation of this mystery? 
I do not know. The pressure of official duties 
and the anxieties of war which occupied us 
so incessantly prevented any further inves- 
tigation, and the inquiry will probably 
never be answered. 

The next fraud that 1 recall was a success 
as far as the department was concerned. The 
loss of the money was prevented by an 
accident. 

The course of proceeding for the collection 
of a claim for army supplies was usually this: 
The contractor made his collections through 
his banker. His monthly account was made 
up in conformity with all the rules of the 
War Office, and transmitted to that office 
with a letter of directions where the draft 
should be sent. The War Office approved the 
claim if correct, and transmitted the account, 
the letter, and the action of the War Depart- 
ment to the Secretary of the Treasury, by 
whom it was sent to the proper auditor, 
whose duty it was to audit the claim. If he 


evidence alone. The amount is as far as 
infinity beyond ordinary human comprehen- 
sion. The statement and the system that 
verifies it are wonders of finance in a country 
convulsed by civil war. 

The Treasury was the creation of Alex- 
ander Hamilton. It will live as long as the 
nation exists, and every one who compre- 
hends it will accept it as a monument of the 
financial ability of its author. It may be 
criticized by those who do not understand 
it as an institution of red tape, but no exper- 
ienced Treasury officer ever advised the 
removal of one of its checks, or the relaxa- 
tion of one of its stringent provisions. 

There were three frauds attempted during 
the Secretaryship of Mr. Chase. Two of 
them came as near success as the Treasury 
system would permit, and perhaps their 
frustration must in some degree be attributed 
to the merits of the system, united with good 
fortune. 

Among the inheritances from the admin- 
istration of Mr. Buchanan was an applica- 
tion for the reissue of a lot of coupon bonds 
alleged to have been destroyed. The claim- 
ants proved the facts as clearly as human 
testimony could -that these bonds, each 
with six coupons attached, were deposited 
in a locked mail-bag in Frankfort, transported 
to Liverpool, and there delivered into the 
hands of an agent of the Post Office on board 
a steamship which was wrecked by collision, 
and went, with all its mails, and all but two 
or three of those on board, to the bottom 
of the sea. The completeness of the evidence 
was itself a source of suspicion, and, much 
to the chagrin of the claimants. Secretary 
Chase affirmed the decision of a bureau of- 
ficer that the duplicates should not be issued 
except by the direction of Congress. On the 
application of the claimants at the next 
session. Congress passed an act directing the 
issue of the duplicates. The claim was again 
presented with the act, and the duplicates 
were demanded. The same bureau officer 
again represented his suspicions to the 
Secretary, and, with the sanction of the 
latter, the present regulation was adopted, 
interposing a delay of twelve months after 
proof of the claim before the actual issue. 
This rule was vehemently assailed by the 
claimants through the press; they even 
charged the officer with intentionally nullify- 
ing the authority of Congress. 

At this time the coupons of bonds deemed 
were in packages in the Register's file room. 


decided that the claim was a proper one, it 
was sent to the Comptroller, who revised 
the action of the auditor, and, if correct, 
approved it, sending the account with the 
accompanying documents to the Secretary, 
who issued Ae warrant for its payment. 
This warrant was countersigned by the 
Comptroller, and entered on the books of 
the Flegister; the Treasurer then drew his 
draft upon one of the depositories for its 
payment and the draft was sent by mail ac- 
cording to the original letter of instruction, 
which constituted one of the file papers. The 
file was then sent to the Register's file-room, 
and there remained. It comprised all the 
papers, showing a complete history of the 
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transaction. 

On the occasion in question the cashier of 
one of the Washington banks came to the 
office of the Register with a draft just issued 
for more than $80^000^ payable to a well- 
known Massachusetts contractor^ and reg- 
ularlv endorsed. It had been presented by the 
head porter of Willard's Hotels a reliable 
man^ who said that the payee was ill and 
unable to leave his room. He had therefore 
requested him to collect the drafts in notes^ 
if possible^ of $ 1^000 each. Without any ap- 
parent reason the cashier said his suspicions 
were excited^ and he went with the porter 
to the hotel to see the payee^ and be sure that 
the transaction was all right. But the sick 
gendeman had disappeared. He had probably 
watched the porter^ and finding that there 
was delay in the payment^ had vanished. 

The file was sent for^ and the letter found 
directing that the draft be sent to the con- 
tractor at Willard's Hotel. He was commu- 
nicated with by telegraphy and said that the 
letter was a forgery. He had given the same 
directions in this case as in his former 
collections. 

This fraud was consummated by an out- 
sider with the assistance of a clerk in the 
Treasury. No outsider could have obtained 
access to the files in order to remove the true 
letter and substitute the forgery. Such a fraud 
could not be prevented by any system. For- 
tunately the suspicions or the prudence of 
the cashier prevented any loss. 


In another instance the fraud was success- 
fuly but its fruits were wholly recovered and 
returned to the Treasury. It had some inter- 
esting features. One of the most difficult 
subjects that engaged our attention was the i

The problem was to count these noteSy 
destroy them beyond the possibility of a 
reissuey and give the Treasurer credit for 
them without any opportunity for reissue 
or fraud. 

After much deliberation the following plan 
was devised. The notes were separated into 
denominationSy and made into packages 
uniform in amounty and each package was 
cut into halveSy lengthwise. The upper halves 
were delivered to the superintendent of a 
force of counters in the office of the 
Treasurer; the lower halves to the head of 
a like force of counters in the office of the 
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Register. These two forces had no commu- 
nication with each other. Each counted their 
respective packages^ and made a record of 
each one. The records were compared in 
another office^ and if they agreed^ the count 
was supposed to be correct. The counted 
packages were then delivered to a committee 
of citizens^ and by them placed in a furnace 
in the basement of the Treasury^ which had 
been heated to a white heat; the door was 
locked^ and the combustion watched by the 
committee through openings^ until they 
were entirely consumed. The committee 
then verified the facts by affadavit^ upon 
which a warrant was issued to the Treasurer 
to credit his account with the notes so 
destroyed. Receipts were given whenever the 
packages changed hands. The process was 
expensive^ complex^ and supposed to be 
reliable. 

The burning of a cord or less of notes daily 
was a subject of general curiosity. Applica- 
tions to witness it became so frequent that 
an iron railing was built around the furnace^ 
within which no one was admitted except 
the committee of citizens. A colored mes- 
senger one day applied for a permit for his 
boy of ten years to see the process. On the 
following day the messenger told me that 
his boy had asked him a single question: 

Whether it was right for Mr. Cornwell^ 
when throwing the packages into the fur- 
nace^ to drop one of them in the side pocket 
of his overcoat?^^ 

Cornwell was a clerk in the bureau of 


General Spinner, the Treasurer, whose duty 
it was to see the packages cut in halves by 
the machine, and deliver them to the chiefs 
of the two divisions of counters. He had no 
right to touch them afterward. His assisting 
in the work of the citizens^ committee was 
an impertinent interference with their duties 
which destroyed the value of the system, and 
was probably tolerated because of his official 
connection with the work of the Treasurer's 
bureau, where he was a trusted clerk, I 
believe of the third class. 

The messenger was directed to go to his 
home and bring his son to the Register's 
office. He proved to be a modest, intelligent 
lad, and greatly alarmed at the consequences 
of his question. ^^He was not certain,^^ he 
said, ^That he saw anything. But Mr. Corn- 
well worked very hard, and threw more 
packages into the furnace than all the other 
gentlemen. He wore an overcoat with a side 
pocket having a large opening, and once as 
he was quickly passing his hand with the 
package from the basket toward the furnace 
door he thought he saw one package drop 
into the large open pocket. He was not cer- 
tain of this, however, and might be 
mistaken. 

The boy was sent home in charge of his 
father, who was told to keep him indoors, 
and not permit him to communicate with 
or see any other person. Without attempting 
to ascertain how any use could be made of 
these packages of half-notes, 1 directed the 
heads of the counting divisions not to per-

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mit any of their counters to leave the room^ 
but to send for me when their day^s work 
was finished. About four o^dock the accounts 
of the day were made up^ and the aggregates 
appeared to agree. I then directed the 
counters in the two divisions to bring their 
packages together into one room^ and place 
each package of upper with the correspond- 
ing package of lower halves. If there was no 
irregularity, as the day’s work commenced 
with packages of entire bills, a package of 
lower should be found for every package of 
upper halves. But when the last two 
packages were reached, to the amazement 
and alarm of every counter, they would not 
match at all. Every counter knew that 
something was wrong, and each was in 
terror lest he or she should be the one 
suspected. Some of the young women were 
in tears, and one or two gave indications of 
hysterics. They were dismissed with the 
assurance that no suspicion rested upon 
them, and that they would have no trouble 
if they kept the facts to themselves for the 
next twenty-four hours. 

The next morning Cornwell was called 
into the private room of the Register and 
shown to a chair directly in front of that 
officer, who, without noticing him, went on 
with his regular work. Cornwell soon 
became nervous, and in an excited manner 
asked what was wanted of him. 1 replied that 
I had an impression that there was some- 
thing which he ought to disclose to me, and 
that I wanted him to consider thoroughly, 
without interruption. He insisted that he 
must return to his duties. I said that I had 
had him excused for the day in order that 
he might assist me in the investigation of 
an irregularity. He soon became excited, and 
as he appeared to be summoning his forti- 
tude to meet an emergency, I suddenly said 
to him, Cornwell, you have been stealing, 
and your thefts have been detected!" 

I should fail if I attempted to describe the 
effect of these few words. His emotion was 
pitiable. A deathly pallor covered his face, 
and he seemed to be trying to swallow 
something that he could not. As commonly 
happens, Satan deserted his victim, and his 
first words were a fatal confession. After a 
supreme effort at self-control he said, 
^^How did you find out?" 

^^That is of no importance." I said. What 
I want of you is to tell me how much you 
have taken, and where it is." 

He made no effort or struggle, but gave up 


at once. He took from his pocket a small 
blank book, in which he had entered from 
day to day, in regular order, the amount of 
his stealings. The following had been his 
method of procedure: He received from the 
Treasury daily, for example $100,000, in ten 
packages of $10,000 each, and became ac- 
countable for them. After seeing the whole 
bills divided in the machine, it was his duty 
to deliver and take a receipt for an equal 
number of packages of upper halves from 
one division and of lower halves from the 
other division of the counters, so that the 
same number of packages of divided bills 
should be sent to the counting divisions 
which he had received in entire bills from 
the Treasurer. Having abstracted a package 
of upper halves at one time and of lower 
halves at another while the bills, after having 
been counted, were being thrown into the 
furnace, he could then take a package of 
whole bills from those he received from the 
Treasurer, and by substituting the package 
of stolen halves for them in the delivery to 
the counters, his account would appear to 
be correct. He would deliver to the counters 
just as many divided packages as he had re- 
ceived whole ones. But the two stolen 
packages would not fit or match together, 
as had been shown in the investigation 
of the preceding day. 

I called a carriage; he entered it with me, 
and we drove to his house in Georgetown. 
On one of the upper floors he unlocked a 
small room, in which there was a new safe 
with a combination lock. This he also 
opened, took from it and delivered to me one 
package of $100,000 in coupon 5-20 bonds, 
into which he had converted a portion of his 
booty through a firm of brokers in New 
York; $50,000 in whole demand notes; and 
packages of halves representing $20,000 
more, making in the aggregate $170,000. 
Except a difference of a few dollars, caused 
by converting the demand notes at a 
premium into bonds, this aggregate agreed 
with the account of his abstractions, entered 
from day to day as they were made, upon 
his account-book. He strenuously insisted 
that this amount comprised every dollar of 
his thefts, and we never had the slightest 
reason to doubt this statement. 

He was indicted, and upon his own con- 
fession sentenced to ten years in the peniten- 
tiary, where I lost sight of him, and have no 
knowledge of his subsequent career. He 
maintained to the last that he never intended 
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Treasury employees burn worn and faded currency. 


to wrong the United States. These notes^ he 
said^ had been issued at par, the government 
having received 100 cents for each dollar of 
them. If they were redeemed at the same 
rate, the government was no loser. They 
happened to be worth a premium of 60 per- 
cent; he thought he had as good a right to 
make that premium as the government. He 
had always intended to restore the par of 
these notes to the Treasury. To that end he 
had converted enough of them to purchase 
$100,000 in coupon bonds, which he in- 
tended to place to the credit of the Treasury 
conscience fund. His appropriation of the 
60-percent premium, he insisted, was no 
crime, and he thought it was not even pro- 
hibited by the Treasury regulations. It is 
scarcely necessary to say that this reasoning 
neither satisfied the Treasury officers nor did 
it save him from the penitentiary. 

No loss to the Treasury could possibly 
have occurred in two of the instances above 
mentioned. 

After the close of the war there were many 
members of Congress and others who did 
not believe it possible that so large an 
amount of money as $3,000,000,000 could 
possibly have been received into the Treasury, 
securities issued for it, and placed in the 
hands of the large number of persons entided 


to them, without error or fraud, or any loss 
to the government. It was even suspected 
that the officers connected with the issue of 
these securities must in some manner have 
profited thereby. Accordingly, one of the first 
acts of each of the two or three succeeding 
Congresses was to raise a special commit- 
tee to investigate the Treasury. The Treasury 
officers well knew that no fraud or irreg- 
ularity could have occurred without im- 
mediate detection in the Treasury. They 
therefore regarded the proceedings of the 
committees with quiet unconcern. In the 
early days of the investigation cases were 
found which were supposed to involve the 
integrity of some of these officers, and they 
were notified that their immediate appear- 
ance before the committee was necessary to 
their reputations. They did not appear, 
however, and in every case the committee 
found the explanation. These investigations 
were, as they should have been, thorough 
and exhaustive. But neither committee dis- 
covered any error, fraud, or loss to the 
government in the department of the 
Treasury proper. No credit belongs to or was 
ever claimed by the officers of the Treasury 
for this result; but it should at least be re- 
garded as most satisfactory evidence of the 
perfection of the Treasury system.

Made in Poland

In Poland, as in many communist countries, United States dollars and other 
foreign currencies are used in special 'Visitors' stores" as legal tender for goods 
manufactured in Poland or for imported items. Directed by the Polska Kasa Opieki 
S.A., which is known as Bank Pekao (Polish Care Bank) or PEWEX, the stores sell 
housewares, appliances, clothing, motor vehicles and food items that can be pur- 
chased with paper notes called bon towarowy, or "notes of goods," issued by Bank 
Pekao. 

Colloquially referred to as "dollar coupons," the notes are legally payable only 
through Bank Pekao and cannot be exchanged for circulating currency, although 
they are frequently used as change in transactions payed with hard money. They 
are also exchanged for currency entering Poland from abroad and are used as pay- 
ment to those Poles working in other socialist countries. Because transferable 
currency can be traded only to the government bank, non-transferable bon 
towarowy scrip proves easier to use in the marketplace. 

Polish bon towarowy were issued in two editions, released July 1, 1969 and 
October 1, 1979, with values of 1, 2, 5, 10, 20, and 50 cents and 1, 2, 5, 10, 20, 
50 and 100 dollars. First-edition notes carry a relatively simple design that incor- 
porates a numerical value over the central device, below which is the denomination 
inscription. Centered above the denomination is the Bank Pekao logo and the words 
BON TOWAROWY, together with serial numbers in the upper left. The legends note 
that the bearer is entitled to export goods and that "notes of goods" are redeemable 
in every branch of Bank Pekao. The reverse bears the denomination and a statement 
that notes are not to be cancelled and are irreplaceable in case of loss. 

The issues of 1979 display a revised design in which the denomination appears 
at the four comers as well as centered to the right on the obverse. Counterfeiting 
deterrents were employed on the later editions, and include the use of better quality 
paper and the addition of watermarks, together with a greater variety and amount 
of security overprinting and background color.

YUGOSLAVIA 

Olympic Series Offered 
One of five three-coin series issued 
by The National Bank of Yugoslavia, the 
fourth silver set officially struck to 
commemorate the 1984 Winter Olympic 
Games is now available. The .925 fine 
silver Proof pieces bear a common obverse 
featuring the official emblem of the 
Winter Games, together with the coat-of- 
arms of Yugoslavia, date of issue and 
denomination. Carrying the common re- 
verse inscription XTV ZIMSKE OLIMPIJSKE 
IGRE SARAJEVO '84, the series commemo- 
rates ice sports on the 100-dinar piece, 
Yugoslav historical sites and figures on 
the 250-dinar coin, and snow sports on the 
500-dinar issue. Mintage of each piece will 
be limited to 110,000 worldwide. 

The Sarajevo Olympic Coin Program 
consists of a 15-coin silver collection (five 
three-coin series) and a three-coin gold col- 
lection. The fihh silver series and the 
third gold coin were released in 
January to complete each collection, but 
limited numbers of earlier series are still 
available through a variety of direct mail 
programs.

BERMUDA 

1983 Proof Set Issued 
The British Royal Mint has struck the 
1983 Bermuda Proof set, which for the 
first time includes two new large-denom- 
ination coins, the $5 and $1 pieces, struck 
in nickel-brass. The $5 coin depicts the 
famous Bermuda onion, while the $1 
piece shows the rare cahow bird in flight. 
Struck in cupronickel, the 50-cent piece 
bears the Bermuda coat-of-arms, the 
25-cent coin depicts the longtailed bird. 


the 10-cent denomination features Easter 
lilies, and the colorful angel fish is the 
subject of the five-cent issue. The one- 
cent coin portrays the wild Bermuda hog, 
originally featured on Bermudans first 
currency, and is struck in bronze.

First Monarch Commemorated 
To celebrate the 75th anniversary of the 
ascension of its first hereditary monarch, 
King Ugyen Wangchuck, Bhutan has 
issued gold and silver coins struck by the 
British Royal Mint. Produced in both 
Proof and Uncirculated condition, the 
gold 1-sertum and sterling silver 200- 
ngultram pieces share a common obverse 
ponraying Wangchuck together with the 



date 1982 and the inscription DRUK 
GYALPO (precious ruler of the dragon 
people). The reverse of both coins carries 
a detailed design that incorporates the 
Wheel of Dharma, a Bhuddist symbol, en- 
circled by the Parasol of Authority, and 
lotus flowers and dragons, national sym- 
bols of the Himilayan kingdom. The motto 
of the royal family, which translates ''May 
the ten forms of religious activity beautify 
the world," surmounts the reverse design. 

Mintage is limited to 1,000 for the gold 
piece, 5,000 for the silver Proof and 10,000 
for the silver Uncirculated. The gold Proof 
sells for US$299; the gold Uncirculated, 
$249; the silver Proof, $49; and the silver

SWEDEN 

Parliament Building Commemorated 
Commemorating the relocation of Swe- 
den's Parliament to the rebuilt Parliament 
House on Helgeandsholmen Isle in Stock- 
holm, the Swedish Mint has struck a 
32mm, .925 fine silver 100-kronor coin. 
Depicted on the obverse is the arch that 
links the two Parliament buildings, en- 
circled by the inscription SVERIGES RIKS- 
DAG HELGEANDSHOLMEN, while the 
reverse carries the Swedish arms and the 
denomination. Designed by Bo Thoren, 
the commemorative has a mintage of 
400,000 pieces. Inquiries and orders 
should be directed to the Swedish Mint, 
Box 401, S 631 06 Eskilstuna, Sweden. 


PANAMA 

Simon Bolivar Honored 
In commemoration of the 200th anni- 
versary of the birth of Simon Bolivar, 
Panama's 1983 20-balboa coin features a 
rendering of Bolivar as a mature states- 
man, rather than his more familiar por- 
traits as a general. Use of the new Bolivar 
portrait has been authorized for only one 
year. Struck by the Franklin Mint in .500 
fine silver, the piece has a diameter of 
61mm and bears the Panamanian coat-of- 
arms on its reverse. 

The 20-balboa coin is available sepa- 
rately or as part of a nine-coin Proof set 
that contains two other .500 fine silver 
pieces — the one-balboa and five-balboa 
denominations. The portrait of Vasco de 
Balboa first used on Panamanian coinage 
more than 50 years ago appears on the 
silver issues, as well as on the cupronickel 
50-centesimo, 25-centesimo and 10-cen- 
tesimo coins. Appearing on the five- 
centesimo piece is a large numeral "5," 
while the 2.5-centesimo coin carries a por- 
trait of Victoriano Lorenzo, a heroic 
Indian leader, and the bronze one- 
centesimo piece features the Indian leader 
Urraca.

SEYCHELLES 

Proof Set Portrays Islands 
The British Royal Mint has struck the 
1982 Seychelles Proof set, a six-piece array 
featuring flora and fauna indigenous to 
this sub-tropical Indian Ocean territory. 
The common obverse bears the national 
crest of the Seychelles, while a blue crab 
is pictured on the reverse of the one cent, 
a casava plant on the five cents, a yellow- 
fin tuna on the 10 cents, a black parrot on 
the 25 cents, a triton conch shell on the 
one rupee, and a coco-de-mer palm on the 



five rupees. The three larger denomina- 
tions are struck in cupronickel, the 
smaller in brass; mintage is limited to 
5,000 sets.

UNITED KINGDOM 

Isle of Man Issues Plastic Money 

Designed to increase the life expectancy 
of paper currency, a plastic one-pound 
note was introduced into circulation by 
the Isle of Man. Originated after the 
islanders recently shunned a metal one- 
pound coin, the plastic pound will 
gradually supplant the 1 . 1 million paper 
pounds currently in circulation. The only 
other nation presently using plastic 
money is Haiti, although the Bank of 
En^and has expressed interest in the idea. 

The plastic note is the same size as 
paper issues, 72mm by 152mm, but is 
heavier, thicker and ^'virtually impossible 


to destroy." Production cost per note is 
approximately three cents, the same as for 
paper issues. However, there are no plans 
at present to utilize plastic for the larger 
denominations because plastic notes can- 
not hold a security strip or watermark. 

ISRAEL _ 

Issue Extols fudaism 

To celebrate the 1983 Festival of Lights 
held during Hanukkah, the Bank of Israel 
has released a new version of the 10- 
sheqalim coin. Redesigned by Gabi Neu- 
man, the reverse carries the denomination 
and the inscription HANUKKA in both 
Hebrew and English, while the obverse 
remains the same as previous issues, 
depicting an ancient galley designed after 
that appearing on coins struck during the 
reign of Herod Archelaus. 

Designed to enhance the public's in- 
terest in Israeli coinage, the new edition 
measures 25mm, contains 16.5g of cupro- 
nickel alloy and has a mintage of 2 
million pieces. The new 10-sheqalim coin, 
as well as the regular issue, can be ob- 
tained from the Bank of Israel, Currency 
Department, Jerusalem, Israel.

LITHUANIA 

Medal Honors Saint 

In commemoration of the 500th anni- 
versary of the death of Lithuanian Patron 
Saint Casimir, the Franklin Mint has 
struck a 44mm medal authorized by the 
Lithuanian Catholic Religious Aid. De- 
signed by Petras Vaskys, the piece features 
Casimir facing left, and the cathedral and 
bell tower of Vilnius together with the 
Hill of Gediminas on its reverse. The 
cathedral housed Casimir' s remains for 
more than 300 years until they were 
removed in 1953 to the Church of Peter 
and Paul in the suburb of Antakalnis. 

Mintage will be limited to 5,000 pieces 
for the bronze edition and 200 for the 
sterling silver; both versions are struck in 
proof quality and are encapsulated in a 
protective holder. The bronze medal sells 
for $10, the silver for $35, and may be 
ordered from the Lithuanian Catholic 
Religious Aid, do Rev. K. Pugevicius, 351 
Highland Blvd., Brooklyn, NY 11207. 
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UNITED STATES 

Congress Salutes Kickover 

Bronze duplicates of the Admiral Hyman 
G. Kickover Congressional gold medal 
that was presented on November 1, 1983, 
are available for $1.75 each from the 
Bureau of the Mint or $1.50 from Mint 
public sales outlets. Public Law 97-201 
authorized presentation of the specially 
struck medal to Kickover in observance 
of his 63 years of dedicated service to the 
country; for pioneering the development 
of nuclear reactor technology; for con- 
tributing to the defense of the nation and 
to the peaceful development of nuclear 
reactor technology for the world; for 
developing and maintaining standards of 
safety for the use of nuclear energy; and 
for greatly assisting Congress in its 
deliberations on the issues of national 
defense, nuclear energy, environmental 
protection and other important matters. 

Designed by Michael lacocca and meas- 
uring 39mm in diameter, the medal (#536) 
bears the bust of Kickover on its obverse, 
and a dedication encircled by ACT OF 
CONGRESS JUNE 23 • 1982 on its reverse. 
This is the second Congressionally au- 
thorized gold medal presented to Kickover 
for distinguished service, preceded by the 
1958 issue acclaiming his achievements 
in the practical use of atomic energy. 
Number 533 on the Mint's medal list, 
bronze duplicates of the 1958 issue sell for 
$10.75 by mail order or $10 over the 
counter.

UNITED KINGDOM 

Medallions Portray Shakespearean Plays 
To commemorate the plays of William 
Shakespeare, the final four issues of the 
36-medallion series depicting scenes from 
his dramas have been released by Paul 
Vincze of London. Measuring 58mm in 
diameter, the pieces show episodes from 
Titus Andronicus, Two Gentlemen of 
Verona, Alls Well that Ends Well and 
Pericles, Prince of Tyre and are available 
in oxidized bronze, gilt bronze, oxidized 
fine silver, gilt fine silver, 22kt gold and 
platinum. Mintage of the bronze pieces is 
unlimited; the others are limited to 2,500, 
750, 100 and 10, respectively. 



The medallions are presented with a 
signed, numbered certificate of authen- 
ticity, and the gold and platinum editions 
are hallmarked. The oxidized bronze 
issue sells for US$18.50, the gilt bronze 
for $24.50, the oxidized silver for $82.50 
and the gilt silver for $90.50; gold and 
platinum prices are available on request.

The Numistnatist presents the following guidelines to encourage prospective authors to 
submit manuscripts to the official ANA journal. 

Although The Numismatist offers no remuneration for unsolicited manuscripts, authors 
whose manuscripts are published are eligible for the Heath Literary Award. This award is 
presented annually to authors whose articles are judged as outstanding contributions to The 
Numismatist. A silver medal and $250 is awarded for first place, a bronze medal and $100 
for second place, and a bronze medal for third place. Authors receiving honorable mention 
are presented with certificates of recognition. 

Articles that display original and comprehensive research in United States numismatics 
are eligible for the Wayte and Olga Raymond Memorial Award, which includes a prize of 
$400 for first place and $200 for second place. 

MANUSCRIPTS 

The Numismatist accepts manuscripts relevant to the study of numismatics that present 
new information and constitute a contribution to numismatic education. The author is directly 
responsible for all statements made in the original manuscript. Accepted or published 
manuscripts become tjjie property and copyright of The Numismatist and may not be pubhshed 
elsewhere without written permission. Manuscripts are received with the understanding that 
they have not been simultaneously submitted to other publications. 

Two complete manuscripts (the original and one copy), including illustrations (photographs, 
drawings and graphs), should be sent to the Editor, The Numismatist, American Numismatic 
Association, P.O. Box 2366, Colorado Springs, CO 80901. The author should retain at least 
one copy of the manuscript for reference. 

Manuscripts should be typewritten, double-spaced on SVi by 11 -inch white paper, with 
1 y 2 -inch margins on all sides. The authori s name, full address and daytime telephone number 
must appear on the first page. The editorial staff reserves the right to edit all material. 

ILLUSTRATIONS 

Legends for the illustrations should be typed on a separate sheet of paper, with a number 
accurately corresponding to each illustration. If submitted by mail, illustrations should be 
carefully packed to avoid damage. 

Photographs should be high quality, black-and-white glossy prints, unmounted and un- 
attached to the manuscript. The face of the photograph should not be retouched or labeled 
in any way. To avoid disfiguring the surface of the photograph when labeling the back, write 
on a hard surface and use only a soft pencil. 

Drawings should be submitted on separate sheets, drawn with India ink on illustration 
board or high-grade drawing paper. 

If an author lacks photographic facilities, numismatic material can be sent to The 
Numismatist and photographed by the ANA's in-house facihty. Costs of mailing and insurance 
will be reimbursed if requested. Authors are encouraged to list sources for illustrations. 

AUTHOR'S BIOGRAPHY 

Authors are invited to submit biographical sketches with their manuscripts. Not to ex- 
ceed 100 words, the biography should include pertinent information such as place and date 
of birth, educational and professional background, hobby interests, and numismatic awards 
or accomplishments. 

REFERENCES 

Bibhographic references should include only those sources closely related to the manuscript. 
The MLA Style Sheet rules for bibliographic citations should be followed, using the follow- 
ing format for books (1) and periodicals (2).

Riding the Hobby 


Years ago it was popular to say that 
one should ''ride" a hobby; that is, one 
should get the most from a chosen 
hobby, not concentrate on one selected 
area. Today, many in the numismatic 
field do not see the forest for the trees. 
Perhaps their concern is accumulating 
bullion-type gold coins or monitoring 
prices of Morgan dollars — they seem to 
overlook the very real pleasures of our 
hobby. Although investment is fine and 
dandy, other aspects of collecting are 
just as important — art, history, ro- 
mance and adventure. Indeed, invest- 
ment alone rarely brings complete 
satisfaction. 

Imagine that one year ago you pur- 
chased a Morgan silver dollar for $300. 
If the coin was acquired solely for invest- 
ment purposes, several things might 
have happened since its purchase. For 
example, it may have decreased in 
value, in which case you would be very 
unhappy; it may have stayed the same, 
leaving you fmstrated because it hadn't 
moved; or it may have increased in 
value, in which instance you might find 
yourself in a quandary as to whether to 
sell it, or you might wish you had 
bought more. If you rushed the coin to 
your safe deposit box, you did not give 
yourself the opportunity to appreciate 
the coin itself. 

A Morgan dollar, like most coins, can 
be incredibly romantic. It may have 
been struck from Comstock Lode silver 
(if it bears a Carson City or San Fran- 
cisco mintmark), a reminder of the wild 
and wooly West. The piece might ex- 
hibit an interesting die feature, such as 
a recut area, an unusual mintmark or, 
possibly, an overdate. The design itself 
stimulates the imagination — one can 
envision Anna Williams, a young Phil- 
adelphia school teacher, posing while 
George T. Morgan, a novice at the Mint, 
sketched the design. Surprisingly, the 
design was not intended for a silver 
dollar at all, but rather a pattern for a 


half dollar. The point is, beyond its 
investment potential, a Morgan dollar 
(or any coin) can bring the collector a 
lot of pleasure and enjoyment. 

In his marvelous book. Penny 
Whimsy, Dr. William H. Sheldon de- 
scribes his love of large cents. His com- 
ments are relevant to the appreciation 
of other coinage as well. To quote some 
excerpts: 

Generations of Americans have 
maintained a curious affection for the 
"'old pennies" of the early years of the 
country. This affection for the early 
coppers has not as a rule been partic- 
ularly associated with any general 
interest in numismatics, or with 
hobbies, or with the disease of collec- 
ting things. It seems to be, rather, that 
the old pennies are intimately asso- 
ciated with family traditions and with 
memories of grandparents and the 
like. Throughout the nineteenth cen- 
tury an American home without a box 
or bag of the old coppers secreted 
somewhere about the house was 
somewhat of a rarity . . . 

In the New England village where 
I was bom quite a few years ago, the 
long winter evenings about the open 
fire — or in colder weather around the 
kitchen stove — were filled with a num- 
ber of pleasant occupations. First, 
there was the general care and upkeep 
of guns, fishing tackle and associated 
equipment. Chores done, there were 
chestnuts, apples and sweet potatoes 
for roasting, popping com and parch- 
ing com, checkerberries, walnuts and 
butternuts, cider. All of these were 
part of the regular harvest of the coun- 
tryside and so were taken for granted, 
like the logs in the fireplace and one's 
parents. There was one thing, how- 
ever, which retained at all times such 
a halo of mystery and enchantment 
that it never came to be taken for 
granted. 

This was a cigar box of old copper 
cents which my father kept locked up 
in the grandfather sea chest along 
with cetain papers, some old spoons 
and jewelry, and other trinkets. On 
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evenings when he was feeling espe- 
cially well disposed, the kitchen 
lamp would be meticulously trimmed, 
the red kitchen tablecloth would be 
cleared of debris and brushed, and out 
would come the magnifying glass, 
four or five well-thumbed coin books, 
and the cigar box with the big cents. 

There were about a hundred of 
these old coppers, along with a hand- 
ful or two of other numismatic mis- 
cellanies, mostly early American gold 
and silver pieces . . . We wanted to 
learn about those cents, but encoun- 
tered difficulties which at that time 
were insuperable. We knew each in- 
dividual coin fairly well, recognized 
it readily, knew its date (if that could 
be made out), its color and external 
physical characteristics, and could in 
most instances describe from memory 
the various insults and injuries, the 
nicks, bruises, cuts, dents, scratches, 
file marks, acid bums, and corrosion 
pits that it bore . . . 

As readers of Penny Whimsy know. 
Dr. Sheldon went on to describe what 
he called ''the charm of the old copper

cent," noting that their abundance con- 
tributed to their popularity, that the 
crude, hand-cut dies from which they 
were struck made them all the more 
fascinating, and that no two cents were 
alike. I daresay contemplating a worn 
copper cent of 1803 worth $10 affords 
as much pleasure as considering a 
superb Proof 1895 silver dollar worth 
$30,000! 

I suggest that you ride your hobby for 
all it is worth. Experience the various 
facets of coins and the history behind 
them. Build a nice collection, and the 
investment part will take care of itself. 

I have yet to meet an old-time collector 
who has not made a nice profit by sell- 
ing his collection. On the other hand, 

I have known numerous people who 
bought groups of coins solely for invest- 
ment reasons and could not take time 
to learn about the coins, only later to 
complain that they had been "burned." 

I cannot help but think they failed to 
see what our hobby is all about. 

Numismatics is a wonderful hobby. 
Enjoy it!

Market Could Prove a 

During several discussions with 
friends concerning the current status of 
the numismatic market, we all con- 
curred that the coin market is sailing 
in choppy waters at present because of 
several factors: 

1) Economic uncertainty. Those in 
the know are aware that our economic 
situation is not all peaches and cream. 
More business establishments than not 
are hurting, and thus the effect of out- 
side money flowing into the coin 
market will not be dramatic. 

2) Decline in bullion prices. If most 
dealers make even close to the bullion 
profits of the past, the coin market most 
certainly would be affected. However,

such is not the case. 

3) The market rose too fast, too soon. 
During our last mini-boom (January 
through August 1983), a number of in- 
dividuals felt that even coins with 
uncertain futures could sell in a hot 
market. But, for the most part, this 
scheme did not work because the boom 
cooled too quickly. Coins were repur- 
chased to avoid high losses, or they 
were sacrificed to attain needed li- 
quidity. Visions of two to three times 
final auction call never materialized. 

4) Dealers have too many bills to pay 
and too few desirable pieces in stock. 
Shows have not been profitable for 
many dealers, as few collectors want 
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anything less than real gems — unless 
the price is super cheap! Dealers don't 
want to buy each other's so-so speci- 
mens because they already have enough 
of their own. 

5) Too many auctions have been con- 
ducted, drawing large amounts of cash 
away from the market. In recent months 
numerous auctions have been held, and, 
as a result, massive amounts of money 
have left the market. In some instances, 
the money is not put back into numis- 
matics and is invested elsewhere. This 
must hurt, especially in slow periods. 
A number of dealers cannot readily pur- 
chase at shows, and because some are 
already in debt to the auction houses, 
a percentage of displayed coins have not 
passed title! In general, dealer liquidity 
is absent and thus, with a shortage of 
ammunition, they must make every 
shot count. 

"Too many $450 coins are offered for 
$750!" 

One of my clients recently made this 
statement, and in my opinion, it re- 
flects the market's constipated state 
and indicates that market prices must 
adjust downward, perhaps as much as 
20 to 30 percent. As this trend develops, 
we can expect to see greater collector 
presence at coin shows — a tme collector 
renaissancel 

Many coins displayed in dealers' 
show cases at MS-65 bid for $750 but 
in actuality are worth $450. These 
pieces do not have the qualities re- 
quired of a $750 coin, and often they 
lack eye appeal and are worthy of only 
an MS-63 4- or MS-63 grade. 

If a dealer pays $450 for such a coin, 
he or she would be happy to sell it for 


a small profit in today's market. How- 
ever, if someone does not have true 
"battlefield experience," he might be 
fooled into paying $750. Although the 
coin might be worth only $450, he can- 
not afford to resell for that price, as $300 
constitutes a great loss. Ultimately, the 
dealer must bite the bullet. 

This situation is by far the most diffi- 
cult problem confronting today's 
market. I feel we soon will see the 
beginnings of a "continental drift" — 
those who demand strict quality gem 
material will be happy on one continent, 
while those seeking lesser Uncirculated 
grades will be happy on the other land 
mass. The vast ocean that separates the 
two will reflect the large price spread 
between differences in condition or 
mint state in the near future. The future 
of the collector/investor depends on 
quality awareness. Collectors with 
limited funds are certain to enter a 
renaissance of lower adjusted prices. 
This occurrence should add to their en- 
joyment of our wonderful hobby and 
should increase the liquidity of dealers 
who adjust to current market conditions. 

Market Update 

January 9, 1984 — On a scale of 1 to 10, 
the activity at the recent Florida United 
Numismatists (FUN) show, held the 
first week of the new year, would rate 
a 5. It appeared that some sectors of the 
market experienced "the doldrums" 
because of lowering bullion prices, but 
many people dealing in high-quality 
singles reported a decent — though not 
outstanding— show. At present, the en- 
tire coin market seems to be in a 
holding pattern, waiting for that certain 
spark .

■ What is a clone? In nontechnical 
language it's an exact asexual reproduc- 
tion of the original. In the December 18, 
1978 issue of Time, there was a "Time 
Essay" titled "Who Needs the Art 
Clone?" The theme was derision of the 


practice of making and merchandising 
copies of rare works of art, focusing on 
the late Nelson Rockefeller's venture to 
produce and sell high-quality copies of 
some of his nearly-priceless art objects. 
A copy of a bronze statue by Rodin, for 
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example, was cataloged at a mere 
$7,500. 

Fortunately, anti-counterfeiting laws 
put a damper on carrying this practice 
into the field of rare coin collecting. 
Some people are deceived into pay- 
ing more than current market prices for 
some legitimate coins, but how can 
people be protected against their own 
cupidity? The essay did contain this 
conclusion: 'The clone trade is to real 
art and its audience what Franklin Mint 
medals are to numismatists, or vinyl- 
morocco Great Books to bibliophiles." 

What is the saying — "only God can 
make a tree." Similarly, only an artist 
can produce art. A skilled technician 
can manufacture high-grade clones that 
look (and are) expensive, but they lack 
the subtle touch of the real artist. 

■ The television commercial of a well- 
known auto maker uses the catch 
phrase "An American Revolution" in 
presenting its new model. Use of the 
word "revolution" probably was in- 
tended to convey the notion that the 
new model is a momentous change or 
event in American life. Now really! 

Turn to a magazine advertisement 
that we've seen several times of a couple 
seated on a short davenport, she in a 
suggestive pose in relation to the man 
and saying, "I could go for . . ." (a name- 
brand alcoholic drink). If that isn't ex- 
plicit enough, there's the phrase, "The 
possibilities are endless." One possi- 
bility, of course, would be a charge of 
rape. 

In a highly-respected numismatic 
magazine, a lot of black ink at the top 
of a full-page advertisement identifies 
the company as "The World's Largest 
and Most Respected Rare Coin Firm." 
Now, being a knowledgeable numis- 
matist, surely you can name the firm 
without hesitation! 

My question is: To what does this 
loose and exaggerated use of words lead 
us? Today's extreme becomes tomor- 
row's commonplace, so we must keep 
reaching even further to get the atten- 
tion we crave, like the person who 
starts with small doses of drugs to 
escape an unhappy reality but soon 


I finds larger doses necessary for the 
I desired effect. Probably you and 1 can 
do little to slow this word race, but the 
concerted effort of editors and advertis- 
ing managers certainly could restore 
some sanity to seekers of immoderate 
attention.

Burton has been credited with this wit- 
ticism: "It is against our principle to pay 
the interest and against our interest to 
pay the principal." Don't say that to 
your friendly banker. 

■ Did you know that nearly sixty years 
ago a medal was issued to commemo- 
rate the publication of a single work in 
The Numismatist! The February 1924 
issue contains Robert P. King's "List of 
Coins, Medals, Tokens, Etc. of Abraham 
Lincoln," which is still the standard 
reference of Lincoln medallic items. In

Many of my diligent numismatic 
friends devote hours on end to scruti- 
nizing and grading coins, hoping to un- 
cover that rare '"gem," but when it 
comes to taxes, particularly as they 
relate to coin collecting, those same 
resolute, perseverant individuals seem 
to have only a passing interest. Often 
they are quick to comment, "'Why 
should we worry about taxes? We're not 
millionaires." However, taxes represent 
an extremely significant expense, espe- 
cially when those numismatic endeavors 
prove to be profitable. Unfortunately, 
whenever profit is involved, the IRS is 
sure to step into the picture as a "silent 
partner," and, like it or not, you might 
be hit with a rather substantial and 
unexpected tax bill. 

Thus, in an effort to assist you with 
your relationship with the IRS and to 
make this "partnership" as harmonious 
as possible, this column will address 
various types of tax issues you might 
encounter as a result of your numis- 
matic activities. Hopefully, the sug- 
gestions outlined in this column will 
help maximize what you keep and 
minimize what you pay! 

Tax Consequences of Converting a 
Hobby into a Business 

What originally was intended to be a 
casual, relaxing hobby has become 
more time consuming than you antici- 
pated; but on the brighter side, you are 
starting to see an excellent potential for 
profit. Thus, you have decided to con- 
vert your coin collecting hobby into a 
part-time business. 

However, when you convert your 
numismatic avocation into a profitable 
venture, you stand face-to-face with the 
IRS threat of "hobby loss" disallow- 
ance. Unless the part-time activity soon 


becomes profitable, the IRS is likely to 
disallow the losses on the grounds that 
the business is not actively operated for 
profit, that is, it more closely resembles 
a hobby rather than a genuine business. 

The tax law contains a statutory 
presumption that a business activity is 
engaged in for profit and is not a hobby 
if the gross income exceeds the reported 
expenses in at least two of the most 
recent five taxable years. However, if 
your new business has been in exist- 
ence for only two or three years, all of 
which have been unprofitable, this 
statutory presumption offers no im- 
mediate assistance. 

Fortunately, a short-term remedy is 
available if you find yourself being 
examined by the IRS and faced with a 
proposed loss disallowance. If you an- 
ticipate eventually satisfying the two- 
out-of-five-years test, you may file an 
election with the IRS, opting to post- 
pone the tax determination until after 
the close of the fourth year of operation. 
If, at that time, at least one profitable 
year has been reported, the determina- 
tion automatically will be postponed 
until after the end of the fifth year. But 
if none of the first four years are profit- 
able, you will not be able to satisfy the 
test, and the deficiency, plus interest, 
will be assessed at the end of the fourth 
year. 

Remember, postponement of a hobby 
loss determination will extend the tax 
assessment period until two years after 
the due date of the return for the fifth 
year in which you are engaged in the 
business. However, this extension of 
the "Statute of Limitations" applies 
only to the proposed deficiency arising 
from the disallowance of the hobby 
loss. It does not extend the assessment 
period with respect to any other items 
on the tax return.

New Counterfeit Commemoratives 


Six U.S. commemorative half dollar 
counterfeits recently were studied by the 
AN ACS staff— a 1915-S Panama-Pacific, 
a 1921 Missouri, a 1925 Fort Vancouver, 
a 1928 Hawaii, a 1935 Hudson and a 
1935 Spanish Trail. All display a similar 
style, with sharp edge reeding, fuzzy 
details and incorrect lustre. In a side-by- 
side comparison with genuine specimens, 
the counterfeit pieces are not difficult to 
detect. However, they are deceptive enough 
to fool numismatists not well-acquainted 
with characteristics of genuine coins. 

In general, the commemorative half 
dollar series is notable for heavy die 
polish, which is exhibited by raised lines 
on the surface of the coin caused by 
scratches in the die. Unlike lightly- 
polished production dies, many commem- 
orative half dollar dies were severely 
scrubbed with abrasives, leaving numer- 
ous scratches on the die face. This 
resulted in heavy concentrations of die 
polish lines on coins struck from these 
dies. None of the counterfeit half dollars 
shown here exhibit the usual amount of 
die polish lines characteristic of genuine 
specimens. 

The lustre on these counterfeits is 
another giveaway. Quite unlike genuine 
coins, each exhibits a glossy sheen, which 
is similar to the lustre on Mint State silver 
coins that have been lightly polished. 
What makes these new counterfeits po-

tentially dangerous is the fact that light 
circulation or artificial toning could 
disguise this diagnostic. Only the counter- 
feit 1935 Hudson commemorative ex- 
hibits truly definitive tool marks and 
depressions. 

Should more of these counterfeit com- 
memoratives surface, ANACS would like 
to examine and catalog them, making 
note of additional diagnostics. These or 
any other high quality counterfeits are 
welcome donations to ANACS' reference 
collection, which is used at educational 
seminars and as research material. Further 
information regarding such donations is 
available from ANACS Director Kenneth 
Bressett, 818 N. Cascade Ave., Colorado 
Springs, CO 80903.

Souvenir Card Features View of Denver 

To commemorate the site of the ANA's 1984 Midwinter Convention as well as the 
event itself, this year's souvenir card features a National Bank Note Company engraving 
of a bird's-eye view of the City of Denver as it appeared in 1872, when the population 
numbered some 6,000. The theme of the convention is fittingly ''Olympic Year," 
especially pertinent because the United States Olympic Training Center is located in 
the heart of Colorado Springs at the base of Pikes Peak, which looms, snow-covered, 
in the extreme left background of the card. 

Commissioned by the Colorado National Bank of Denver in 1872, the engraving was 
used in connection with the bank's drafts and, a few years later, on its advertising card. 
Today the holding company of the Colorado National Bank of Denver owns the Colorado 
National Bank-Exchange in Colorado Springs, originally formed in 1888 as the Exchange 
National Bank of Colorado Springs. 

Measuring approximately 8V2 x 11 inches and tinted to render a pleasing two-color 
effect, the Colorado Springs souvenir card will be available at the convention, and by 
mail for $4 plus $1 postage per order of 10 or less.

1984 Young Numismatist Awards 


Florence M. Schook, chairwoman of the 
Young Numismatist Program, has an- 
nounced that thirteen awards will be 
presented at the ANA's 1984 Convention 
in Detroit in connection with the Young 
Numismatist Collectors Program. These 
awards are sponsored by the ANA and af- 
filiated organizations and individuals 
interested in encouraging the participa- 
tion of young collectors in numismatics. 
The thirteen awards are designated as 
follows: 

1 . Abe Kosoff Memorial Literary Award 

2. Gould Memorial Award 

3. Ray Byrne Literary Award 

4. Florence Schook Outstanding Young 
Numismatist Award 

5. Outstanding Adult Leader or Advisor 
Award — Anonymous 

6. Charles E. Wolfe Class C (YN) Con- 
vention Exhibit Award 

7. Gordon Z. Greene U.S. Exhibit 
Award 

8. James L. Betton Foreign Exhibit 
Award 

9. Kurt Krueger Paper Money Exhibit 
Award 

10. Melissa Van Grover Israel or Judaic 
Exhibit Award 

11. Arlie Slabaugh Medals Tokens 
Exhibit Award 

12. Charles E. Wolfe Medieval Ancient 
Exhibit Award 


13. Alan Herbert Error/Variety Exhibit 
Award 

Respectively, rules and qualifications 
for the individual awards are as follows: 

1) This award will be presented to the 
Young Numismatist who writes the best 
essay or gives the best talk on a numis- 
matic subject. Information may be from 
original research or gathered from various 
sources, but credit must be given by the 
author to reference material. Original 
conclusions are encouraged, particularly 
when logically presented. Manuscripts 
will be judged for content, general in- 
terest, and literary excellence. 

2) This educational award will be 
bestowed upon the junior author of the 
best article submitted. Each entrant must 
have conducted in-depth research for his 
or her area of interest, going beyond in- 
formation previously published in stan- 
dard numismatic reference works, and 
must demonstrate individual and special- 
ized involvement with the topic. The 
article may or may not have been sub- 
mitted to a local, state or regional organi- 
zation in competition or for publication. 

3) Qualifications and rules for this 
award are the same as the preceding (2) 
except that the article must have been 
published in The Numismatist, Coin 
World, Numismatic News or other ac- 
credited numismatic publication. 

4) Selection of the Outstanding Young 
Numismatist shall be made on a similar 
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basis as the ANA award for Outstanding 
Club Representative: a cumulative point 
basis for consideration of the nominees' 
numismatic services rendered. Eligibility 
shall be on a local, state or regional basis, 
and nominations may be made by any 
ANA individual or club member. The 
criteria by which points will be awarded 
include talks presented before numis- 
matic or educational groups, published 
papers (including locally), enthusiasm in 
the hobby and leadership in local numis- 
matic circles. 

5) This award will be given to the adult 
judged to have contributed most toward 
the encouragement of young numisma- 
tists. Nominations may be made by ANA 
individual or club members or by edu- 
cators. The qualities to be considered in 
awarding points are: time devoted; knowl- 
edge; educational contributions such as 
books, papers, etc.; leadership in ethical 
and moral standards; and the ability to 
organize, attract new members to the 
hobby, etc. Monetary contributions will 
not be considered a basis for this award. 

6) ANA junior members may enter ex- 
hibits in Class C at the annual ANA con- 
vention. This award will be presented to 
the young numismatist whose exhibit in 
this class is judged best in accordance 
with exhibit rules; identical standards 
applying to adult exhibits will prevail. 
Young Numismatist exhibitors shall 
mount, prepare and place their own 
exhibits. This is, in effect, the Young 
Numismatist "Best in Show." 

The qualifications and rules pertaining 
to the remaining awards are identical to 
those of the preceding award (6) with the 
exception that each is a specialized 
category of numismatics: 

7) Gordon Z. Greene Award — only ex- 
hibits of United States material will be 
considered in competition. 


8) lames L. Betton Award — only ex- 
hibits of foreign coinage will be con- 
sidered in competition. 

9) Kurt Krueger Award — only exhibits 
of U.S. or foreign paper money will be con- 
sidered in competition. 

10) Melissa Van Grover Award — only 
exhibits of Israel or Judaic numismatic 
material will be considered in competi- 
tion. In the event there is no qualifying 
exhibit, the award may be given to a de- 
serving exhibit at the discretion of the 
judges. 

11) Arlie Slabaugh Award — only ex- 
hibits of medals and/or tokens will be 
considered in competition. 

12) Charles E. Wolfe Exhibit Award — 
only exhibits of medieval, ancient and 
related numismatic material will be con- 
sidered in competition. 

13) Alan Herbert Award — only exhibits 
of error varieties, etc., will be considered 
in competition. 

To qualify for most of the awards, 
candidates must be junior members of the 
ANA (11 through 17 years of age) at the 
time of entry of their article or exhibit, 
and achievements must be original. No 
limits are placed on the length of written 
articles submitted for review, but an 
article may be submitted in only one 
category. 

Deadline for entries in the literary 
award categories is April 15, 1984. 
Nominations for the Outstanding Young 
Numismatist Award (4) must be in the 
possession of Florence Schook before 
Febmary 20, 1984. To submit nominations 
or obtain additional information, individ- 
uals should contact Florence Schook, P.O.
